5. There is to be only 1 treasurer in the district and that 
will be the district treasurer. 

6. The district staff will be as follows:

Question arose whether to vote for the over-all 
group or separately, and it carried that we would vote for 
the group rather than individually 17 to 13, 3 abstentions, 

BEN DAVIS spoke first. He said there had been a 
decisive turn in work in New England and that it must free 
itself of crisis with a new approach to unity and a program 
of action. He spoke of the Party being small now but that 
the potential of the Party at this time was great. He said 
BILL POSTER in explaining the present great potential of the 
Party to a reporter had stated that the growth of Socialism 
in other parts of the world was giving impetus to Socialism 
in this country and everywhere. FOSTER said other reasons 
included the Negro people's movement which was becoming 
stronger and the more than five million people unemployed i 
He said that the 1960»s will be a period of peaceful coexistence 

DAVIS, in referring to Russia, stated that in the 
Soviet Union there is a seven-hour day with some areas even 
enjoying a six-hour working day,. He said taxes were also 
being lowered in the Soviet Union. DAVIS mentioned that 
Cuba, Taiwan, Congo and Germany were areas to watch. He 
said it would be the Party's Job to show the masses the role 
that the imperialists were playing in the mentioned areas, 
which he described as crucial. 

On the Negro question, DAVIS said that Congress 
periodically makes minor changes to improve the Negro 
situation but that this was a form of "gradualism" and not 
acceptable. We will have to develop a third party which will 
be against the monopolists.. This third party must be a party 
for Socialism. 

DAVIS went on to tell that all people will net be 
content as long as there are workers without jobs in this 
country and people are in starvation. He said the party must 
be unified and firmly based on Marxist-Leninist principles. 
We must also have democratic centralism in order to have a 
strong party. 
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BEN DAVIS spoke about our Party and the 8l Party 
Statement. He said we should not underestimate our Party, 
that we were very well thought of by the other Socialist 
countries who realize the obstacles under which we have to> 
work. He said we must carry the vanguard role and rid 
ourselves of revisionism. He said we must carry on against 
revisionism, sectarianism and dogmatism. He said the 
differences between China and Russia were serious but he is 
sure they will resolve their differences, He said compromise 
could be good but it was bad when it did not further the 
advance of the Party. 

He went into the actions of HOMER CHASE and said 
he has been- wrecking the Party in New England. He said that 
there have been times when he and HOMER have been on the 
same side on issues, and that they had both been a part of 
fighting revisionism in the National leadership. He told 
how HOMER had attended the Regional meeting in New York where 
HOMER was the only one against the Party's election policy 
and how HOMER, after the meeting, went back to New England 
and continued to advocate a boycott of the Presidential 
election in opposition to National policy. He said that 
HOMER had been a leader of a factional! st group. DAVIS 
said factionalism is a poisonous thing and that the National 
position must be supported for the Party to exist. HOMER 
and his followers cannot continue to seek to mobilize forces 
against the National policy. 



I I spoke next. He said the election issue 

was not rne on*y issue. He said he had originally advocated 
the boycott and gone along with the boycott of the Presidential 
election but when it came to a vote at the Regional meeting 
whereby the decision was a National policy, he would not 
work against the National policy. He went into the history 
of the last few meetings of the District Committee and what 
had transpired, including the resignation of OTIS HOOD 
from the District Board, and HOMER "s attack of HY LUMER and 
BEN DAVIS. He said that he had been away on vacation at the 
time of the meeting at which OTIS resigned. He also told 
how at a District Committee meeting a motion was made and 
voted on to expel HOMER as District Organizer. This carried 
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7 to 5, but lacked the two-thirds vote needed to expel HOMER. 
The failure to expel HOMER at that meeting was the reason 
a Special Convention was being held today. The attempt to 
remove HOMER at such meeting followed , he said, the letter 
received" from the National Secretariat criticizing HOMER ' s 
actions and suspending him as the District Organizer.

PHIL BART spoke. He said that HOMER carried on a 
factional fight against the National Committee, one of 
extreme left sectarianism, and that the Party must have one 
line and no one should set himself above the Party, He said 
that he, had created a factional situation and the worst thing 
he. had done was relative to the election policy. He said, 
"What does factionalism do to Party?" He said that unity was 
the greatest thing, that no one was ever bigger than the 
Party and that HOMER should think this over* He had been 
abusing a number of comrades in the Party and- had created 
factionalism in the Party, HOMER, he said, also questioned 
why the Party had net signed the 81 Party Statement. They 
have not signed it for the simple reason that they are 
expecting that within the next two months the Supreme Court 
will take action against the Party on the membership thing. 

On election 
policy, BART said KENNEDY was given a mandate on peace, a 
mandate on economic issues and a mandate on civil rights 
by being elected. It was our job to see that he takes 
stands on these issues. We must fight that we may rid the 
Party of dogmatism and sectarianism, 

HOMER spoke next. There were sharp differences 
between himself and those who spoke. He said the first thing 
was on the concept of international solidarity, that the 
imperialists are out to destroy the bond of international 
solidarity and this was the type of thing he was fighting, 
HOMER stated he thought the 81 Party document should be 
signed by the Party, He said that BART had not endorsed it 
and implied that security precautions were such that we 
could not do so. This encouraged attacks on our Party, He 
additionally disagreed with the Party's failure in taking a 
stand on the Hungarian situation. HOMER said that democratic 
centralism was a two-way street and anyone to lead had to 
listen to those below. This was not done on the election policy 

In answer to criticism earlier in the day in regard 
to his letter to the "Guardian" and the Socialist 

Workers Party's letter of response to it> HOMER said he had 
already sent another letter to the "Guardian" refuting the 
Socialist Workers Party position. He said he would have sent 
the letter earlier if he had not been sick for two weeks, 
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HOMER disagreed on the vanguard role of the Party 
in the election. He said we did not help develop such role 
and disagreed with HOOD'S stand by commenting that it was 
obvious that he was 180 degrees to the right. 

HOMER stated that HOOD wants to resign and ANNE 
has family difficulties, and yet they are mobilizing forces 
and have enough present to remove most of the best leaders 
in the District, 

He said we need to lead the Negro people and also 
fight the Smith Act. 



|said that five years ago we had a crisis and 

the past two years under HOMER we had a crisis, that we had 

become a debating society and asked HOMER what he intended 
to do. 

JOE CHASE spoke next and agreed with HOMER on the 
election. He said the National leaders acted in a 
factional way and that KENNEDY had already shown in whose 
interest he is. He also said that the Party «s hesitation 
on the 81 Party Statement required some clarification from 
the National Committee. 

JOB said that during the time HOMER has been 
District Organizer progress was being made to show the 
face of the Party, that a Post Office Box had been obtained, 
and a book shop started, JOE spoke of the Hungarian 
situation and agreed with HOMER on it. 

VTC PIEKARSKI spoke. He told of the fight between 
the UE and IUE at GE. He felt that because we had lost all 
contact with the UE we should stay out of it, that we did 
not have a base with them any, more. He said that there was 
a necessity to run a Negro candidate for some city office, 
such as School Committeeman or Councillor, 

MARY CARLSON spoke. She said that without HOMER 
there can be no leadership. Were we going to have a 
revisionary party, and what was wrong with the term "revision"? 
We should remember, she said, that? democratic centralism 
broke down at the top. 
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MARST went into the money that she loaned HOMER 
and the humanitarian reason for it. 

On the election policy , she said there had been 
indications that the National Committee was advocating 
voting for KENNEDY. HOMER 1 s position of boycott was the 
correct position, she said* 

LOU GORDON spoke next. He said we have seen 
examples of HOMER ! s work in New England in the leaflets he 
has sent out, especially the leaflet he sent out on Cuba 
in which he criticized STEVENSON/ He said there were many 
more examples, and people on the North Shore would probably 
mention them, but that he wanted to mention the STEVENSON 
example because around STEVENSON at the time was the majority 
of the peace forces and although we were not supporting 
STEVENSON we were supporting the peace forces around hiriu 

On the election policy, LOU asked what if we had 
a boycott and the election was left up to some of the 
Dixiecrats, then it would have been up to Mississippi and 
Alabama to swing it. 

ZARTARIAN spoke next. He explained that he was in 
agreement on the boycotting of the Presidential election as 
being the best policy but he would not go along with HOMER 
and fight the National policy. He criticized HOMER for 
saying that there were agents of imperialism and agents of 
the FBI in the National, leadership. He pointed out also 
that we had made many mistakes in the past but the membership 
could rectify the wrongs. 



MILLIE GOODWIN gave| la boost for her peace 



work in the Sane Committee. SRe also praised ANNE TIMPSON 
for the work she has done for the Party. She said in 
relation to the new District Committee that it should contain 
rank and file members also and that the leadership should be 
a working leadership. 
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■^N LANDED spoke. He brought out the fact that 
criticized himself which was a point of a good 



Comrade. He pinpointed fcha rfi ffift»if-.i a« faced at the meeting 
,and brought up the good Soi j l had done, assuming 

a proper share of the blame and taken a self -critical 
attitude about his participation. He said the issue was 
not the issue of Hungary and there were serious charges 
against HOMER and H0M7&"! had not answered any of them. The 
question was not democratic centralism and that HOMER was 
unfit for leadership. 

BOB POLLOCK spoke. He said this is "Despair of 
the Moment." We accept the leadership of our Party by CHASE 
or reject it. He was one who suggested HOMER get out. He 
was sorry he had to talk like this because he, loved HOMER. 

CHARLIE PIPER spoke of the bureaucratic way in 
which HOMER CHASE worked, that he picked Just a few people 
he would work with and this tended to be quite bureaucratic. 
He said he wanted to speak of HOMER CHASE 1 s association with 
our people on the North Shore. He has brought disruption at 
pur meetings and made it almost impossible for us to carry on 
any constructive work. He said this has all been brought 
?.bout because of the bureaucratic way in which HOMER operates, 
picking and choosing those he will work with, and attacking 
other good comrades as if they were his worst enemies. He 
said HOMER will not listen and will never operate in a 
cooperative fashion. We have learned, he said, that HOMER 
is one who would rock the boat and then try to convince those 
around him that there is a rough sea. All this attacking, 
noise and disruption has been somewhat helpful to HOMER. It 
has helped to hide his inability to get things done. 
There could be only one end result if HOMER were allowed to 
continue as he has, and that is that HOMER would be the 
leader and the member, the only member, and would bring 
about a cooplete disintegration of our Party. CHARLIE 
continued, saying we should have stopped HOMER long ago. He 
quoted ABRAHAM LINCOLN, who said, "The election is in the 
hands of the people. If they turn their backs on the fire 
and get scorched, they will have to sit on the blisters." 
He concluded by saying that he had confidence in the Comrades, 
and believed that most will come up with the correct answer 
today, and that here in New England we may continue to have 
a strong peace from which to build Socialism.

She said because of HOMER and those around him it 
has been impossible to carry on Party work and mentioned how 
PHIL and HOMER had been so vigorous in<pposing National policy * 

She brought peace up as a program of work* She 
said that the incoming District Committee had to plan a 
program of work and there were several things to consider — 
peace and peaceful coexistence* Civil Rights was another * 

ANNE told of how the nineteen people at the Regional 
meeting had rejected HOMER 1 s line on elections. 

She spoke of the U-2 incident and said that when 
the Party called for the condemnation of the action of this 
Government HOMER, instead, issued a newsletter attacking 
STEVENSON. 

ANNE had copies of a leaflet on HENRY WINSTON 
and said that more copies nay be purchased. She hoped that 
each section would take a sizeable number for distribution 
in their areas* They were priced at $60. a thousand and would 
cell for ten cents each* 

ANNE also stated we should endorse the statement of 
JAMES ROOSEVELT to abolish the Un-American Activities Committee, 
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On funds, ANNE stated that HOMER had received up 
to $85. a week until a few weeks ago. He also had received 
$50. from PHIL KORITZ. His reply to this was, "No, I did 
not." She told how HOMER had borrowed money from the Party 
and has never returned it. She, felt that they should not 
be paying him to operate against the Party. He had been 
told he should go out and get a job some time ago. She 
said that she is not against giving anyone assistance to 
carry them over a tough period, but was against paying HOMER 
to operate against the Party. 

She spoke of the actions by HOMER of going 
to an attorney and trying to get Party funds from her, 
even though the District Committee had voted to leave the 
money the way it was after paying outstanding debts. 

BEN DAVIS said he had thought that he was capable 
of being Chairman of the National Committee, but the 
Committee had not endorsed him, that he expected this and 
went out and continued to work for the Party and not against 
it and the leadership. He said that HOMER has continually 
been a minority of one on the National Committee, that he 
has disagreed with the majority. He said that a person . 
must be bigger than their personal desires. He said that 
the National election policy was the correct policy, that 
the Communist Party, because of its present size, could 
not carry on a successful boycott of the election and that 
they would look foolish in the eyes of the people if 
they did try to carry out this policy. He said that both 
of the candidates were cold war advocates, that there was 
no clear difference between the two, as the close 
vote showed. He said that defeat of NIXON was in repudiation 
of the U-2 incident. He said that the masses and the Negro 
people had helped elect KENNEDY and KENNEDY would have to 
turn around and acknowledge this, that KENNEDY had gotten 
MARTIN LUTHER KING out of Jail and it was because of this 
that so many of them had voted for KENNEDY. He said at 
Peace meetings KENNEDY has responded by sending acknowledgments. 
Speaking of the boycott, he said there may be a time when 
we would have more influence and a boycott would be, better. 
DAVIS said that even though we knew KENNEDY was an agent 
of the monopolists that the American working class still had 
certain allusions when it came to the Democratic Party.

FLYNN told BART of the high regard she has for 
MORRIS CHILDS and how much more she thought of him than of 
JIM ALLEN.

He said they won out over a group 
Wled by BEN DAVIS, MILLIE MC ADORY and PAUL ROBESON, Jr. He 
w mentioned that the vote was 28 to 12 in favor of reorganization. 

BART and FLYNN then discussed the proposed speaking 
tour for FLYNN. BART said that he wants to arrange a pattern 
for her meetings. He commented the only date Detroit has is 
February 4th. Further that FLYNN will be in Chicago over 
the week end preceding February 4th. He said she will then 
go to Detroit February 3rd, returning to NY February 5th. 
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On February 16, 17 and 18, she will be at two 
different meetings in Ohio from which she will proceed to 
Pittsburgh for one day, February 19, and then return to NYC, 
From March 3-15* she will give various talks in NY and New 
Jersey. March 15 and 16, she will be in the State of Washington 
and from there go for one day in Portland.

From there . she will go to 
Los Angeles and then return to NY. BART said that these dates 
still are tentative and may be changed at a later date. FLYNN 
was exceedingly excited over the possibility of spending 17 days 
in San Francisco.

CLARENCE HATHAWAY stated that he had taken part 
in all discussions concerning the district of both the 
State and National level and had tried to understand the 
problems. He added that on the basis of proposals that 
have been put forth by GUS HALL that he, HATHAWAY, was 
prepared to work hard to unify all full timers and also 
P art timers re S ard less of past differences and to make 
the district committee meeting into a positive constructive 
meeting with a positive development of a program of action 
to change relationship of the CP to the working class, Negro 
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and Puerto Rlcans and to assume and play ■ vanguard role 
that the Party should play in this field. 

There followed a considerable period of discussion 
concerning HALL's report and his proposals. During this

"BEN DAVIS gave his report. He said we should tackle 
the main question facing the working class, mainly 
that of civil rights and the Negro question. He said 
that there had to be a new approach to the question 
of Party unity, that the election policy was developed 
at the 17th Convention and there had to be 100$ basic 
support of the 17th Convention. We had to develop a 
program of action for the next three to six months 
among "the working class and this required discipline 
and objectivity. We had to consider the role of our 
Party and the Constitution of our Party to enable us 
to move out among the masses. One of the most Important 
things we could do was to build peace. This and work 
with the masses required flexibility and a right 
attitude. He said we were entering into a critical 
period, and that the Party Is and has been more 
decisive than ever. 



"BEN DAVIS, in referring to BILL FOSTER, said POSTER 
had been questioned by a reporter as to the status of 
the Party in the United States today and had replied 
It was potentially greater than ever before. He was 
asked If the Party was not smaller than In the 30" s 
and FOSTER admitted that in numbers it was much smaller, 
however, It was potentially greater due to the growth 
of Socialism all over the world. FOSTER had commented 
that although Imperialism was still a powerful threat, 
Socialism was calling the tune on a great many Issues* 
The Socialist world was growing and It was by no accident 
that when KHRUSHCHEV came to the United Nations 
practically every country in the world, except France, 
was in attendance. 

"DAVIS said In our country today there were great and 
growing forces for Socialism. These forces were 
growing because people, and especially the working 
class, were becoming more and more aware of the 
corruption and the misery in our country. Also, 
because of the forces of reaction in our country, more 
and more people were moving In our direction. 



]and JOE from Fall River. 
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"Problems of economics and other issues including 
civil rights will, DAVIS said, make this movement 
toward us more decisive. 

"DAVIS stated the decade of the 6o*s had to be a 
decade of peaceful coexistence and competition, 
that this was the only alternative to war. American 
imperialism^ alternative to war was depression, so 
that what we had to do was place before the people 
the fight for peaceful coexistence and competition. 
We also had to assist the Socialist countries in their 
fight for liberation) especially in Africa. If we 
did this, we would Inspire the working classes of 
all imperialistic countries. 

"Continuing, DAVIS stated our Party places before us 
three central issues: 

"(1) The fight for peace. We must become known as a 
peace party. This concerns: (a) Disarmament* We 
must show the American working class how this can 
be carried through without a collapse of their jobs, 
(b) Cuba, Congo, Germany and Taiwan. These are the 
four key areas where things would be taking place. 
We had to expose the role of the Imperialists in 
these situations* (c) Democracy and civil rights. 
We had to have new and bold ways to fight for the 
Negro people. He said that about every two years 
the Negro is given some new concession from Congress 
but this is a form of gradualism no longer of much 
appeal to the Negro people. We had to get the 
Federal Government to give them freedom and to find 
ways of raising their living standards, (d) Our 
struggle against the monopolists. In this regard 
DAVIS said we had to begin thinking about a third 
party. Both the Democratic and Republican parties 
were parties of the monopolists and we had to develop 
a party to bring to the people an understanding of 
Socialism. We needed a Communist Party united and 
a Party attuned to conditions in each state. A Party 
acquainted with the forces and relationship of forces 
in every state. We had to develop a new appreciation 
of Party unity. We cannot have a Party with people 
who oppose uniting with people, but must have people 
who uphold the line of the Party. We had to have a 
realistic line on Negro rights and re-establish 
fundamental principles. 
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"(2) The principle of democratic centralism. The 
revisionists tried to destroy this and we had to 
have more practice and understanding in carrying 
out the principles of democratic centralism. 

"(3) The principle of Internationalism. He said we 
had to re-establish In thenost intimate fashion 
close ties all over the world. ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN 
and JIM JACKSON who had been out of the country had 
had very favorable reports of our Party and we should 
not underestimate our Party, All over the world 
there was deep appreciation among Communist Party 
groups of the contributions we have made. Contribu- 
tions which they appreciate were accomplished by a 
Party existing in the most powerful imperialistic 
country in the world. 

"DAVIS mentioned the vanguard role which the revision- 
ists had tried to wipe out. We have to re-establish 
this role as never before, not abstractly, but concretely, 
and in a way not to isolate ourselves from the working 
class and the Negro people. 

"DAVIS also mentioned the 81 Party Statement. He 
commented he would not dare say that the USSR and 
China have resolved all of their problems, but this 
81 Party Statement was an attempt in that direction. 
He said he had great respect for the USSR Party and 
the China Party but that he was not taking sides. 
He was sure all their differences will be resolved. 
This should give us a new approach on how to fight 
for unity and again show us the way. 

"DAVIS said compromise was a Leninist principle, and 
was bad only when It did not advance the working class 
and the Party. Unity of Party is a principled 
position, It was better to be united than disunited 
even if wrong. 

"DAVIS went into the struggle against BROWDER in 
19^5* Victory was accomplished at that time because 
the Pa;rty was united. Today it was much more difficult 
to kick out revisionists because of disunity In the 
Party. The decisive thing for saving New England now 
Is that we must make it Impossible for HOMER and 
people like him to wreck our Party, that a great many 
times in the past HOMER had made it very difficult 
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for the National Committee to carry through their 
work . He then went Unto the fact that In the 
struggle, against revisionism we must sometimes 
carry on a struggle on two fronts, that while you 
are carrying on a. struggle against revisionism you 
must also carry on a. struggle against sectarianism 
and dogmatism, and you had to work against . both. 
HOMER, DAVIS said, had used the Guardian 1 as a, 
forum to mobilize people against the line of the 
Party, and was guilty of factionalism and of not 
adhering to the principle of democratic centralism. 
He said that factionalism was a poisonous thing. 
He said he recognized the- strong family tie between 
HOMER and JOE CHASE and the friendly ties of MARY 
and others toward HOMER, but loyalty to the Party 
was more Important than. these ties, HOMER had tried 
to mobilize a whole district against Party policy, 
and It was consequently necessary to elect a whole 
new leadership in the District,; HOMER should have 
a period of thinking things over and* thinking about 
what he, has done in order that he might realize just 
how wrong he has been in carrying on this type, of 
fight. He said- we had to carry on a fight for unity 
on the correct line, and support the Party line, demo 
cratic centralism, and Marxist-Leninist principles. 
BEN said that after HOMER'S letter in the 1 Guardian ■ 
there had been an answer to it by a Trotskyite, 
CHRISTIAN, complimenting HOMER, on the fact that 
someone In the Communist Party had begun to think 
along the same, lines -as a Trotskylte. BEN said he. 
told HOMER to write a letter to repudiate this, but 
as yet HOMER has not done so. 



I spoke. He gave a report for the. District. 
He said that the main problem In the District was 
unity, that this Special Convention was being held 
to bring an end to the crisis In our District around 
leadership, and to elect the kind of leadership which 
will let us move ahead. We had not been able to^ 
carry on any real work and that practically all our 
-meetings concerned the factional fight in our District, 

|said HOMER had been in open defiance of National 

ToIIcy. He mentioned HOMER* s letter which had been 
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distributed in the District asking for a boycott 

of the election ♦ This was In direct renudiafclon . 

of the National policy and although he 

had not backed the letter HOMER had neversneaess gone 
ahead and put it out under the name of the New 
England Board. This had forced OTIS HOOD to resign 
from the Board because he did not feel he wanted 
to cooperate with a faction in our District. Finally 
the National Executive Committee had to intervene 
in our District. 



I went on to say that he at one time had been 

an agreement with HOMER but that after the NEC 
statement he felt that there had to be a change 
in leadership, and that perhaps we should have to 
go along without a District Organiser for a while.

"HOMER introduced the New Hampshire couple as delegates 
from New Hampshire College, They were accepted and 
seated as delegates by the convention. 



"During lunch time the Presiding Committee retired 
upstairs to discuss those nominated. BERTHA, PEGGY 
SCHIRMER and ELSIE PIPER prepared the food, ERNIE 
AUDET and JOE COSTA went out to buy the food. Several 
went out to lunch. 1 Everyone was solicited for money 
for the lunch. 

"Later delegates were solicited for money. MILLIE 
turned in §10. from the North Shore. MARY CARLSON 
collected $3^ ANNE announced that $136. was turned 
in for 'The Worker 1 and requested people there to 
turn in any money they had collected. Included in 
the $136. was $30. from Worcester, $10. from Fall 
River, and other amounts from Lynn, Dorchester and 
Roxbury. 

"During the lunch hour, ELSIE spoke to BEN DAVIS and 
told him that he was as good to listen to as to read. 
He said he wanted to propose to the New England 
District that they consider the possibility of setting 
up something for the Negro people comparable to the 
Jewish Forum. Upon determining that they had nothing 
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like that in Harlem, New York, ELSIE suggested it 
might be better to try something like that in Harlem 
first, and that would encourage it here. 

"PHIL BART sat in with the Presiding Committee. 

"The delegates were limited to speaking for five 
minutes, the, National flnnpnittee members to twenty 



minutes, and twenty minutes. 



"PHIL BART spoke. He said that HOMER has carried on 
a factional fight against the National Committee and 
stated that no one should set himself above the Party. 
He said that HOMER had created a factional situation 
and the worst thing he had done was relative to the 
election policy. He said that unity was the greatest 
thing, and that HOMER, who has been abusing a number 
of comrades in this Party, should think this over. 
Continuing, BART stated HOMER has also questioned 
the Party for not signing the 81 Party Statement. 
BART said they had not signed it for the simple reason 
that they are expecting the Supreme Court, within the 
next two months, to take action against the Party on 
the membership thing. He said security was a real 
problem today. As to the elections, BART said that 
KENNEDY was given a mandate on peace, a mandate on 
economic issues, and anandate on civil rights by virtue 
of his being elected, and it was our job to see that 
he takes a stand on these issues. We must fight that 
we may rid the Party of dogmatism and sectarianism. 
BEN DAVIS said the National Committee had not as yet 
read the 81 Party Statement. 

"HOMER spoke. He mentioned some of the differences 
between himself and some of the people who had spoken. 
He said the first difference was on the matter of 
national solidarity. He said the imperialists arm 
to destroy the bond of international solidarity. He 
stated the National Committee had never issued a letter 
or statement on Hungary and that in the interest of 
international solidarity we had obligations to other 
countries. He hoped he would see the day when the 
Party would issue a statement on the Hungarian situation. 
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"CHASE said that on the question of the 81 Party 
statement, BART had told us that the Party had not 
endorsed it and implied that security precautions 
were such that we cannot sign it. He (HOMER) said 
for the Party in this country not to do so encourages 
further attack on our Party. 

"On the question of democratic centralism, HOMER said 
it was a two-way street and those at the top in order 
to lead have to listen to those down below. 

"On the election, his disagreement was on the vanguard 
role of the Party, that we had to develop such role. 
The election policy of the National Committee was not 
clear and created confusion. 

"In referring to his own position of leadership, HOMER 
said it was quite obvious that there were enough votes 
gathered to eliminate him. To OTIS HOOD he said, «You 
still work as you always work, 180 degrees to the right*. 
HOMER said HOOD wants to resign, ANNE has family diffi- 
culties, and here, they were still mobilizing forces to 
remove most of the best leaders in the District. 

"HOMER stated we should have been fighting KENNEDY, 
that KENNEDY was a real imperialist representative. 
He said we should be leading the Party in a vanguard 
role in this fight against monopoly.

"JOE CHASE spoke. He said he agreed with HOMER that 
the election policy of the Party was wrong and that 
there also was a question on the Hungarian situation. 
It was quite obvious that the National Committee's 
hesitation on the 8l Party Statement required some 
clarification. He mostly agreed with HOMER in his 
thinking, he said. 

"VIC described the fight on the North Shore with HOMER 
over the UE and the IUE situation at the GE. He said 
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that it had become -almost impossible to do. any, kind 
of work, that, you planned something, for a -meeting 
and HOMER would attend and develop it- into .a fight . 
It was almost impossible to accomplish anything. 

"MARY CARLSON* spoke. She said, 'What kind of a 
Communist Party are we going, to have anyway? 1 She 
said that the National Committee should remember that 
democratic centralism broke down, at the. top and 'not 
the., '.bottom.. She went into the money she loaned HOMER, 
and made a humanitarian speech as to why" she loaned. 
HOMER and made a humanitarian speech, as to why she.-.had 
loaned $375. to HOMER. Her time was up and she never 
got around, to asking the District Committee to pay 
for it. 

"LOU .GORDON spoke on HOMER'S leadership and the question 
of District leadership. He said that HOMER had not 
learned to work with people.. He found fault with 
HOMER's -letter attacking STEVENSON, pointing out that 
HOMER did this when we were backing not STEVENSON, 
but the peace forces around. STEVENSON. His action, 
LOU said, isolated ourselves from this force. 

"ZARTARIAN agreed with HOMER on the elections and 
said that the National Committee election policy was 
wrong* He said that the boycott would have been much 
more effective. He did not agree with HOMER 1 s /method 
of carrying on a factional struggle and pointed out 
the/ thhg to remember was that .if a thing Was wrong 
the membership itself would rectify the wrong.; 

"MILLIE said the District Committee we elect should 
have as many rank and 1 file people as possible. She* 



ane uia noz tninK was huhek naa oeen aoie xjo woi-k — 
with people, that he had carried on in a way detrimental 
to the Party. 

"BEN LANDEY stated the issue was not Hungary as HOMER 
tried to make it, but the serious charges .leveled against 
HOMER. He said that HOMER in all the time he spoke did 
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not attempt to answer any of the charges. The question 
was not democratic centralism, that democratic central- 
Ism did not give you the right to castigate our Comrades. 
In this regard LANDEY gave examples of an attack on 
ANNE and an attack on HOOD that morning, and said that 1 
HOMER 1 s biggest difficulty was in working with people. t 

"BOB POLLOCK spoke of the 'Despair of the Moment. 1 He 
said we had to either accept the leadership of our 
Party by HOMER or reject it. He said he felt bad, 
that HOMER was leading us the wrong way and pretty 
soon it would be too late. He said he hated to make 
statements like these because he loved HOMER.

"CHARLIE spoke of the bureaucratic way in which HOMER 
CHASE worked, that he picked just a few people he would 
work with and this tended to be quite bureaucratic. He 
said he wanted to speak of HOMER CHASE 1 s association 
with people on the North Shore, He has brought dis- 
ruption at our meetings and made It almost Impossible 
for us to carry on any constructive work, ^his has 
all been brought about because of the bureaucratic 
way in which HOMER operates — picking and choosing 
those he will work with and attacking other good 
Comrades as if they were his worst enemies. HOMER 
will not listen and will never operate in a cooperative 
fashion. We have learned that HOMER is one who would 
rock the boat and then try to convince those around 
him that there is a rough sea. All this attacking, 
noise and disruption has been somewhat helpful to 
HOMER. It has helped to hide his Inability to get 
things done. There could be only one end result if 
HOMER were allowed to continue as he has. HOMER would 
be the leader and the member, the only member, with a 
complete disintegration of our Party the end result..

'HATHAWAY :is an at large member of the NC and Chair- 
man of the New York District CP* It was decided at a CP 
State Committee meeting held during, the early part of 

^December, i960, that HATHAWAY would retain his position as ' 

^Chairman of the 'Districts 

In addition. to HATHAWAY* s participation in the 
reorganization of the District he has made several out of 
state speaches in December and early January in order to 
raise money for "She Worker". r 

JACKSON 9 JAMBS. £, 

• JACKSON Is an. at .large member of the NC\and holds the 
title of National Secretary for the -* South and in addition is 
the Siitor of "Hie Worker" . 

JACKSON returned to the United States, on 12/20/60, 
after an extended trip \ abroad. He Auctioned as Secretary of 
the CP, f USA delegation to the Moscow. Convention held In 11/60. 
While In Moscow .JACKSON, suffered spells In' which he "blacked 
-out"*- Russian doctors confirmed a previous diagnosis made 
r by doctors in this country that JACKSON'S ailment stemmed* 
from an *old» head injury which damaged/apportion of.his brain. 

rJOHNSON, ARNOLD. 

.JOHNSON Ms an at large member of the NC. He = was f 
:removed from -the position of Vice Chairman>;Of the New York 
District during the reorganisation that took place In December, 
i960. He was scheduled to be removed from the New York District 
payroll on 1/1/61, and transferred to -the National Office 
payroll. 
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He is currently working on the peace issue for the 
New York State as well as the National Officc» 

LUMER, HYMAN 

LUMER is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the title of National Education Secretary. 

In early December, i960, LUMER conducted CP 
educational classes in Baltimore* Also during December, i960, 
he wrote an article in "The Worker" on the subject of the 
United States Gold Problem. Recently he has indicated 
disappointment in the leadership given the CP, USA by GUS 
HALL. 

LUMER is scheduled to speak at the University of 
Iowa for a socialist club on 2/23/61. LUMER has stated that 
he intends to write to several other Mid-West colleges to 
see if he could get any other invitations to speak. 

MC ADORY, MILDRED (EDELMAN )

HALL. He has declared that CLARENCE HATHAWAY is not 
qualified for the leadership of the New York District 
because of his lack of knowledge in the Negro field.

dinner and then proceeded into the classrooms where Will 
Weinstone announced room assignments, passed out notebooks, 
books and schedules. Included in the material passed out 
was a 53-page mimeographed booklet entitled, "Fundamentals 
of Marxism-Leninism, A Guide for Teachers." This booklet, 
which is divided into ten major sections, such as "The 
Dialectical Method, Classes and the Class Struggle, Socialism, 
and the Communist Party" was used extensively throughout the 
duration of the school. An introductory note to this pamphlet 
reflects that it was a first draft issue with the intention 
of later improving it on the basis of experience with its 
use and was designed primarily for teachers of the subject and 
is intended chiefly for classes consisting of students who 
have already had some Marxist education. 

Following the initial meeting in the classroom the 
students proceeded to their rooms and were free for the balance 
of the evening.

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The daily routine which was followed with only minor 
variations throughout the duration of the school consisted of 
the following:

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Following exercise and breakfast on Tuesday 
morning all of the students met in the classroom jjith Will 
Veinstone in charge. Weinstone announced the purpose of the 
school as being tS train those attending for future CP leader- 
ship. Weinstone then proceeded to advise the students con- 
cerning camp policy and in particular security regulations 
in connection therewith. 

Weinstone stated that during their attendance at the 
school the students were not to send or receive letters without 
them being read by Weinstone or other person in charge. Tele- 
phone calls were to be made only after first checking with 
him as to the purpose and the telephone in the house was not 
to be used and the person desiring to make the call was t» go 
to Newburgh, New York, and use a public telephone there. 
Weinstone pointed out that when the bread delivery man came 
each day the shades in the classroom were to be drawn ana 
that the students were to stay away from any ^nters wno 
might enter into the area. Weinstone also told those present 
that they should not walk alone but always be in groups of 
two or more. He stated that they should not visit a l°°al 
bar. Weinstone advised them to take notes during the period 
of the school but that no names should be put into the notes. 
He stated that all garbage would be burned at the end of each 
day .

In addition, Veinstone announced that| l w ° u * d be --,-5— — r 

of both groups and that the three chairmen would be considered 
along with the instructors part of the Executive Committee ©f 
the school. 

Weinstone then passed out a questionnaire consisting 
of two pages which was to be filled in by the students during 
the balance of the conference. This questionnaire contained 
among others the following items: 

Name (first only); Address; Work; Work of mother 
and father and sisters and brothers; Whether or 
not parents or brothers and sisters politically 
minded; Whether or not FBI has ever stopped the 
students, if so when; How long in CP; Who recruited 
student; What is the student 1 s weak side and what 
is his strong side; Whether or not student buys 
"The Worker"; What mass work the student is 
involved in; What kind of party work student is 
involved in; The length of education; Any other 
party schools the student has attended; Marital 
status and number of children of the student. 

On and off for the next two or three days, Weinstone 
discussed the questionnaire individually with each student. 
He went into great detail concerning the student «s personal 
and Party life and made concrete proposals as to how he reit 
the student could and should improve himself. 

Following lunch, Hy Lumer lectured to the 
students on Dialectical Method and assigned each discussion 
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group a question which it was to consider during the evening 
group discussion period. After the group had discussed the 
question it was to be assigned to one member to make a report 
the following day during the conference period for the bene- 
fit of the other group . 

Lumer's lecture on Dialectical Method consisted of 
defining a great number of words such as idealism, materialism 
and matter. Lumer in this lecture stated that idealism is a 
continuation of the religious approach to questions. He further 
commented that idealism cannot be separated from the super- 
natural and unknowable . 

Reading assignments were given on the following: 
Stalin, "Dialectical and Historical Materialism," pages 15- J9; 
Engels, "Feuerfcach" Chapter 2; Cornforth, "Materialism in the 
Dialectical Method," pages 15-55. 

The following questions were given to the discussion 
groups and each group reported on' one of the questions the 
following day: 

1. What difference does it make in our practical 
activities whether we are materialists or idealists? 

2. Can an individual be a successful scientist 
and still believe in Cod? Can he be a Marxist and believe 
in God? 

3. How does the mechanical conception of change 
differ from the dialctical conception? 

Following Lumer's lecture there was a two-hour 
reading period on the assigned reading materials . During 
this period Will Weinstone came through and announced that 
the students should not lie on the beds and read and should 
sit up in chairs and if possible at desks. 

During the evening conference period the assigned 
question was discussed and a report prepared for the next 
day. 

Wednesday, 
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During the morning conference a discussion was 
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had concerning the previous day's reading assignments and 
reports were given on the assigned questions. During the 
afternoon lecture period Hy Lumer continued his lecture 
on Dialectical Method and gave assignments from the same 
three books as the first day on the following pages: 
Stalin (pages 5-11) J Cornforth (pages 69-95); Engeles 
(pages 45-49) . Lumer discussed in this lecture the "Unity 
and Struggle of Opposites." 

The following questions were assigned for group 
discussion and each group had one to report on: 

1. What is the meaning of unity of opposites? 
of "contradiction?" Give examples. 

2. Discuss the following propositions from a 
dialectical point of view; "All war is evil;" "The working 
class should always support the fight for bourgeois democracy; 
"Social change should be brought about through evolution, not 
revolution." 

3. What is meant by one-sidedness? What is the 
source of one-sidedness in the Party, for example, in the 
struggle for pace? 

During the afternoon the reading period and 
recreation period were shifted because of the early arrival 
of darkness and the recreation period was held from 3:00 
to 5:00 and the reading period from 5:00 to 6:30. 



Thursday, 
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In the morning during the conference hour reports 
were given on the questions and discussion followed. During 
the afternoon lecture Hy Lumer spoke on the topic of 
Historical Materialism, and reading assignments were given 
in the following: Stalin (pages 19-46); Engels (Chapter 3). 

Lumer in lecturing to the class concerning Historical 
Materialism traced the development of society from primitive 
society to feudalism, to capitalism and eventually to 
Communism. Lumer in concluding this lecture stated that the 
object forces which have previously dominated history, will 
eventually pass under the control of men themselves. It is 
from this point that men with full consciousness will fashion 
their own history. 
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The following questions were given for group dis- 
cussion and report the following day; 

1. What is the basic contradiction in human 
society which moves the process of social development? Does 
this contradiction exist in socialist society? 

2. On the basis of the laws of social change, 
why is socialism inevitable? If it is inevitable, why is 
it necessary to fight for it? 

3. What is meant by the social superstructure? 
How is it related to the economic base? Give some examples 
of the role of ideas in the class struggle. 



Friday, 
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During the afternoon lecture hour, Hy Lumer continued 
his lectures with a discussion of Classes and the Class 
Struggle. In this lecture he again spent a good portion of 
the time with a definition of terms such as society, classes 
and the like. 

Lumer during the course of this lecture, indicated 
that the working class is composed of those persons who work 
for wages. Lumer explained to the students in attendance, 
how the working class is exploited, and stressed the 
importance of trade union work. 

Readings were assigned in the following: Marx and 
Engels, "Communist Manifesto" (Chapter I); Foster, "History 
of the CPUSA" (Pages 5^1-5^9); Cheprakov, "Classes in Present 
Day Society." This latter assignment was contained in a 
mimeographed pamphlet issued by the Educational Department, 
National Committee, CPUSA, dated April, i960, translated from. 
Communist #5, 1959, Theoretical Organ of the CPSU and 
published by Marxist Review of Canada in the August-September, 
1959 issue. 

The following questions were assigned for group 
discussion: 

1. What is a class? a class society? Why is 
class society a transitory stage in social development? 
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2. What is class consciousness? Why is the class 
consciousness of the American workers on a relatively low 
level as compared to that in other capitalist countries? 

3. The Communist Manifesto states, "Society is 
more and more splitting up into two great hostile camps, 

into two great classes, directly facing each other - bourgeoisie 
and proletariat." is this true of the United States today? 



Saturday, 



During the lecture period Hy Lumer continued his 
lectures with a discussion of State and Democracy, The 
assigned reading were contained in the following: Lenin, 
"State and Revolution" (Chapter I); Dimitroff, "United Front 
Against Fascism" (pages 5-27 and 110-113) ; Khruschchev, 
"Report to the 21st Congress of the CPSU* (pages 11^-137) . 

Lumer in his discussion of State and Democracy 
stated that the capitalist system in maintaining law and 
order also maintains and insures the existence of the 
existing capitalistic system. Lumer explained that the 
"apparatus of force" acts in the interests of the ruling 
class . 



The assigned questions were as follows: 



1. What is meant by "the state?" What is the 
makeup of the state apparatus in the United States? 

2. How does the Marxist concept of democracy 
differ from the bourgeois liberal concept.? 

3. Why is the fight for democracy important to the 
working class? What role should it play in this struggle 
today? 



Sunday 
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Sunday was generally considered to be a "free" day 
However, on this day the house had to be thoroughly cleaned 
including mopping of the floors and the assigned reading 
had to be done during the day. Other than this the students 
were free to come and go as they pleased in accord with 
existing security regulations. 
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During the morning conference period Hy Xumer 
directed the discussion on State and Democracy. In the 
afternoon he lectured on Pre-Monopoly Capitalism, The 
assigned readings came from the following: Eaton: Political 
Economy Chapter I and IV. 

Lumer during the course of his discussion on Pre- 
Monopoly Capitalism stated that the employer is constantly 
trying to increase the labor value taken from the worker by 
reducing the workers 1 wages or by speeding up or intensifying 
his production. 

The group discussions came from the following 

questions: 

1. What is the labor theory of value? Why do 
Marxists reject bourgeois theories which seek to measure 
exchange value in terms of usefulness? 

2. It is often maintained on one hand that 
capitalists obtain their profits by selling their 
commodities above their actual value, on the other hand 
that capitalists are entitled to their profits as a reward 
for risking their wealth. How would you answer these 
contentions? 

3. The following slogans are widely used in the 
labor movement, "A fair day's pay for a fair day*s work;" 
"To secure to each worker the full value of his product." 
Is either of these possible under capitalism? Why? 

The initial lecture on Pre-Monopoly Capitalism was 
concerned primarily with a discussion of commodities, value 
and surplus value. 

1 

Tuesday, 



During the morning conference session discussion 
was had concerning the group discussions and reports con- 
cerning Pre-Monopoly Capitalism, held the previous day. 
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During the afternoon session Hy Lumer continued 
his lectures on pre-monopoly capitalism concerning himself 
particularly with a discussion of the historical tendency 
of capitalism. 

Lumer stated that three main features give 
capitalism its essential character. They are as follows: 

1. Wealth is concentrated in the hands of a few 
people (the capitalist class) who own the means of production 
that is, raw material, factories and machines. 

2. Wide masses of people have no means of making 
a living, except by selling their power to work for wages 
(this class of propertyless workers, Marx calls the proletariat) 

3. Virtually all production is exchanged for sale 
on the market and not utilized by the producer. 

Readings were assigned in Eaton, Political Economy, 
Chapter V. The questions which were assigned to the groups 
for discussion and subsequent reporting on were a3 follows: 

1. V!hat effect does the process of mechanization 
have on the condition of the working class? 

2. What is the special importance to workers of 
the fight for the shorter work week? 

3. The exponents of "people's capitalism" maintain 
that Marx was wrong in concluding that the tendency of 
capitalism is toward accumulation of wealth and misery at 
opposite poles, that on the contrary there is an equalization 
of distribution of wealth taking place . How vrould you answer 
this? 



Wednesday, 
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During the afternoon lecture Lumer continued his 
discussion of pre-monopoly capitalism talking on the nature 
of the economic crisis. The assigned reading was in Eaton, 
Political Economy, Pages 114-124 and 131-134. 

Lumer during the course of this lecture defined such 
terms as overproduction, the law of supply and demand and 
depressions . 
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Questions assigned for group discussion • were the 

following: 

1. What is the cause of periodic overproduction? 
Why is this inevitable in capitalist production? 

2. The AFL-CIO contends that crises are due to 
insufficient purchasing power In the hands of the workers, 
and that they can be eliminated by raising mass purchasing 
power? Is this true or false? Why? 

3. It is true that Communists welcome economic 
crises because then the working class becomes moremllitant? 
What Is the position of the Party on this? 



Thursday, 

*b7D 

During the lecture period on December 1st Hy Lumer 
started the discussion, on imperialism. However, he had to 
leave to return to New York so Will Welnstone continued the 
lecture . 

During the course of this lecture It was stated 
that "Imperialism equals Empireand Colonies." 

It was further stated that a group of major financial 
industrialists who practically control the US, reap huge 
profits from backward colonies. This group continually 
urges a drive for colonies. The colonization of Africa 
was cited as an example of this situation. 

In summation, Imperialism was defined tho highest 
and final stage of capitalism. US Imperialism cluce It 
developed late, was cited as the most reactionary form of 
Imperialism. 

Readings were assigned for this lecture from Lenin: 
Imperialism, Chpaters VII and X, Perlo: American Imperialism 
Chapter I; and Labor Research Association: Monopoly Tod^y, 
Chapterl. The assigned questions for the group discussion 
were selected from the following: 

1. Why does the process of concentration of pro- 
duction and centralization of wealth under capitalism 
inevitably lead to the emergence of monopolies? Does the 
rise of monopoly capitalism eliminate competition? Why is 
monopoly capitalism the economic essence of Imperialism?

U.S. capitalism imperiliast? Explain. When did U.S. 
imperialism become the dominant imperialism in the world?

definition wrong? Why is imperialism the highest stage of 
capitalism? Why the last stage? How did the development 
of imperialism in the U.S. lead to elements of decay?

Why has U.S. imperialism not utilized nationalization as in 
Britain? 

3. Some bourgeois economists say that state 
monopoly capitalism gives rise to the welfare state, to 
people's capitalism; revisionists in our country and else- 
where say it gives rise to elements of socialism* How would 
you disprove these contentions? 

4. How do the state monopoly measures affect the 
position of the working class, the middle strata and non- 
monopoly sections of capitalism? How does it affect the 
class struggle? Why is curbing monopolies and the develop- 
ment of an anti-monopoly coalition a strategic task in the 
United States? 

During the discussion on State Monopoly Capitalism 
Gannett considered the state in war time and monopoly and 
the effect of war on economic concentration. She also 
considered the growth of the State Monopoly Capitalism and 
the Cartelizatlon of the Economy.

He explained 
that the united front seeks to draw the masses into action of 
all kinds. 

During the afternoon he lectured on Party Organi- 
zational Principles^ 

Tuesday, 



Weinstone continued on his lecture and discussion 
on Party Organizational Principles during the morning. 
Weinstone in this lecture pointed out that the Party is the 
highest form of organization. He explained that no one is 
kept in the Party against their will. Party members have a 
right to speak freely, and the Party has the right to correct 
members if they are in the wrong. 

Weinstone said that the Party desires to develop 
leaders, that will fight for the needs of the masses, and will 
try to change the world. 
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During the afternoon the students broke into their 
discussion groups and had individual evaluations. Following 
are the evaluations of all the students at the school as 
determined by the various groups:

During his discussion on structure, Bart indicated^ 
that consideration was being given to breaking up the 
Industrial Division, and assigning one person to cover the 
Waterfront. He stated that various sections felt that this 
should not be done, but that it would have to be decided later 
by the National Committee . During his lecture on the organiza- 
tion, he covered the role of the club and the job of the club 
and what it means to leadership. He also considered Negro work 
and the leadership of the Party and cadre training. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Bart led an evaluation of 
the. school.

Otis 
Hood, In presenting Davis, apologized to Davis for the conduct of 
Homer Chase and Phil Koritz. Homer, at .this point, rushed to 
the head table protesting .Hood's action. . . Lou Johnson got up and 
pushed Homer back., Homer Was, ready to swing at Lou.

"Ben Davis extended the greetings of the .National CP. body to 
.the N.S;C;P. convention. ' Davis said * that the National .body is, 
well aware of the internal problems of ,the JtT.E.C.P.,. and that 
the N.B.C.P. should be congratulated in calling this convention 
for the sole purpose of maintaining unity within the party. Davis 
said the party s has a long struggle ahead ... in their fight for Negro 
rights, the Jim Crow practices in America and the fight for a 
shorter work week. 
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"Davis said the American Negro are working in the direction of 
what the party fought for 30 years ago. Davis said the Negro 
in the colonial empires are gaining their freedom thru the efforts 
of the Soviet Union. Davis said that the Soviet Union is now 
working on a program for no taxes for workers. Davis said the 
Soviet Union are exposing the role of American imperialism in the 
Congo, Tiaivan, Cuba and Germany. 

"Davis said the federal government should use its full power to 
stop segregation and Jim Crow practices in the South. Davis said 
the Kennedy administration owe the Negro something because at 
least Q0% voted for Kennedy. Davis said that the American 
Communist Party in their long struggle ahead must fight the two 
imperialist political parties in America and support a 3rd party 
to give the workers what rightfully belongs to them and also for 
the recognition of Negro rights. Davis said the Communist Party 
in other countries understand what the American CP. are up 
against and are constantly encouraging the American C. Party. 
Davis said the National Communist Party has not endorsed the 
8lst Communist document because the National Body has not had a 
chance to study the original document, Davis said the N.Y. Times 
printed the document but that Elizabeth Gurley Flynn just 
returned from the Soviet Union and has an original document. 
Davis that before the document is endorsed they must first confer 
with Flynn. Davis said he did not trust the N.Y. Times interpre- 
tation of the document. 

"At this point Davis attacked Homer Chase. Davis accused Homer 
of trying to wreck the party. Davis said Homer constantly opposed 
and rejected the party's adopted line. Davis urged the delegates 
at the convention to defeat Homer Chase, Phil Koritz, Joe Chase, 
Mary Carlson and, the- rest of Homer's gr'oup. 

"(Note: Homer and Joe Chase heckled Davis while Davis was 
attacking Homer. Roy Rogerson of New Bedford also heckled Davi3. 

"Lou Johnson reported as a member of the arrangement committee 
for the convention. Lou- Johnson said that the convention was 
called because of a crisis in the solidarity in the party. Johnson 
said the crisis was caused by Homer Chase and that it became so 
serious that the National Secretariate was forced to suspend Homer. 
Johnson said that at a D.C. meeting - Nov.. 13th - Homer Chase was 
dropped by a vote of 7 to 5 but that unfortunately a 7 to 5 vote 
did not constitute a two-third majority to remove Homer and a 
convention was necessary to elect a new District Committee. 
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"Johnson said that Homer 1 s working groups are getting smaller 
and smaller. Johnson, said that Homer was open in his defiance 
of the Nat. party line. Johnson said that Homer, forced Hood to. 
resign from the Administrative Board by .his continuous insults^ 
at Hood and the party line. 

"Johnson said that Homer at the Oct. 16th meeting, in •which 
Lumer and Davis were .present, attacked the Nat. Secretariate 
and at this meeting Lumer and Davis also attacked Homer. Johnson 
said that often the attack, on Homer by Lumer and Davis. Homer 
accused Lumer and Davis of being agents of American imperialism 
influenced by the F;B.I. Johnson also spoke of Homer engaging 
an attorney to force Ann Timpson to pay him money from, the reserve 
fund'. Johnson at this point said that Homer must be removed from, 
leadership •: of the party for the good of the party. Johnson, said 
he paid Homer 80.00 since the last meeting and that Koritz gave 
him $50.00. Johnson said that Homer was not paid when the Nat. C. 
suspended 1 him because Homer was using .party time to fight party 
line. Johnson said that he proposes a full time functionary for 
party educational purposes, Trade Union, and to fight for Negro 
rights and that until such time-cthat the N.B.C.P. is able to pay a 
full timer the N.B.C.P. should request from Nat. headquarters a 
full timer to work with a committee of 9 to carry oh. the line of 
the party.

Mary said that on 
Nov. 13th the party owed Homer $205*00 in wages and that she took 
out a loan of $375 • 00 to pay Homer. Mary said she took out the 
loan because it was voted at the last.D.C. meeting to pay Homer 
up until the special convention. 

"Lew Gordon attacked Homer and said that anyone can see by Homer*s 
conduct at this convention the kind of leadership he gave the party 

Y'Phil Bart attacked Homer, Koritz, Joe Chase and Mary Carlson. 
Bart said they are continuously disrupting the unity of the 
party. Bart said he had the utmost confidence that the N.B.C.P. 
at this convention would relieve them of leadership. Bart said 
that the future destiny of the party will depend on Supreme 
Court decision soon to be handed down on the Smith Act. Bart 
said the decisions will have a tremendous influence in the future 
of the Party. Bart said that there were disagreements between 
Red China and the Soviet Union but that thru peaceful negotiations 
Red China and the Soviet Union are in complete accord.

"Ben Landy praised Ben Davis and Phil Bart on their talks. Ben 
said that Bart and Dennis discussed the present issues very 
well. Ben attacked Homer for opposing the Nat. party line. Ben 
said that as long as he knew Homer his conduct has always been the 
same - bad for the party. 

''Bob Pollock asked for unity and said that he was confident that 
the N.B.C.P. would eject Homer from leadership. Bob said that 
Homer was all talk and no work. Bob said that since Homer was 
put on full time he has not brought in one single member, not even 
a Negro member. Bob said- that Homer would go home many weeks on a 
Friday and not come back to work till after Tuesday or Wednesday 
of the following week. 
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"Mose of Vermont defended Homer. Mose said the Nat. leadership 
was directly responsible for the liquidation of the party in 
Vermont and New Hampshire. 

"Phil Koritz supported Homer and attacked the Nat. Secretariate. 
Koritz said that Hood and Ann should be removed from leadership : 
and not Homer. Koritz said the party needs a more extreme left 
party line to combat American imperialism. Koritz criticized the 
Nat. Executive Committee of the CP. for not endorsing the 81st 
Communist party document. 

"Koritz said that Cuba is progressing under its own leadership 
without the pressure of American imperialism. Koritz said that 
telephone prices have been greatly reduced and that the profits on 
fruits have been greatly reduced by the Castro Government. Koritz 
finished by saying that Homer was right in opposing the Nat. 
party line and boycotting the Nat. Presidential election. 

"Armenian Delegate - an old man previously identified - said he 
was called a traitor when he opposed Browder, He further said there 
are more Browders in the party now. 

"Millie Goodwin said that Homer has done some good work for the 
party but that lately Homer has given the party bad leadership. 
Millie urged the delegates to defeat Homer for leadership in the 
party. 

"Ann Timpson said that the 17th Convention voted for Peaceful 
co-existence and that in spite of that action the American War 
mongers sent the U2 over the Soviet Union. Ann said that Adlal 
Stevenson said that the U2 incident was wrong. Ann further said 
that was why the party looked at Stevenson favorably as a Presi- 
dential candidate. Ann saidl-Homer opposed that party .line . Ann 
further said that Homer was directly responsible for the split in 
the N.E.C.P. and should be removed from leadershipi Ann praised 
Ben Davis and Phil Bart and the Nat. Secretariate for doing 
everything in their power to restore unity in the N.E.C,F. Ann 
appealed to the delegates to organize groups to write to President 
Eisenhower to pardon Winston. Ann said the request for Presidential 
clemency is now on the President's desk. Ann urged the support 
of Rep. James Roosevelt order to abolish the un-American Committee. 
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"Ann said she refused to pay Hone r after he was suspended by the 
National Corcmittoe from the special fund because Homer was using 
party tine and money opposing the National party line, Ann. said 
Homer borrowed about ij.00 from the party and has not paid it back. 
Ann also said that the party spent more than $1500 from the .special 
fund for 2 cars and expenses for Homer. Ann attacked Homer for 
engaging a lawyer to order her to pay Homer. 

"At this, point Ben Davis requested to speak; and the request was 
granted. 

"Ben asked for unity, and asked the delegates who Would be 
defeated to continue working for the unity of the party. Ben 
Davis said he ran for chairman of the New York Cora. Party and 
that he was defeated. Davis said that he thought .he had all the 
qualifications to be chairman but he lost. Davis said after he 
was. defeated he continued working just .as hard for the Party. 
Davis reminded the delegates that the party has a rough road ahead 
because Kennedy and Nixon were both cold War candidates. Davis 
urged the delegates not to endorse the 8lst Communist document 
until all delegates has had a chance to study it.

On 1/9/&1, the following information was learned 
at CP, USA headquarters in New York City: 

Phil Bart stated that William Z. Poster has 
gone to Moscow for medical treatment and he does not 
feel that he will ever see him again* He added that 
Foster refuses to recognize that he is 80 years of age 
and that there can be no real hope for recovery. 

Pat Toohey,. New Jersey State CP Chairman, 
pointed out to Bart that since his trip to Cuba he has 
had no contact with the CP, USA leadership and has had no 
opportunity to make a report on his trip. 

Bart answered that there had been just a few 
1 vague talks on Cuba but that very little had been done 
I concerning that country. 

Toohey then asked if any publication had been 
issued by the Party containing the Party *s views on the 
result of the recent Presidential election* He added that 
this is the first time, to his knowledge, that the Party 
has not come out with some sort of a line and analysis 
of the election and that he cannot operate as chairman 
of the New Jersey CP without such a publication. Toohey 
then asked about the 8l-Communist Party Statement. 
He says it has only appeared In the New York Times and 
he has not been briefed by the Party so that he can answer 
questions put to him by members in his district. He 
asked why the New Jersey CP had been cut off from the 
National Office and not been properly informed of national 
activities. He said that it might be a?JLr%ht to freeze 
out one individual but that the National Office seems to be 
f freezing out all of New Jersey.

Ke said that the leadership 
is preoccupied with 4i?n30&(r£e?y- tiMW* *Mch have $ept 
them busy* He said very little discussion has been had 
concerning the election and as to the 8l-Communi3t Party 
Statement, he had Just heard brief reports from Elizabeth 
Gurley Flynn and James Jackson but no real discussion was 
held, 

(Shis apparently is untrue since the National 
Executive Committee met for three days in mid-December, 
I960. It is obvious that some discussion was held concerning 
the results of the election and the 8l-Communist Party 
Statement . ) 

Toohey asked Bart if Anton Krchmarek and his Ohio 
District have -been similarly out of touch with the National 
Office. Bart said that the situation in Krchmarek** s case 
is almost the same, except that Carl Winter has travelled 
about Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and Chicago and nas kept those 
districts a little better informed. Bart then asked Toohey 
if he would serve on a committee to discuss this weakness 
(how can the .National Office be in close touch with its 
districts). He asked if Toohey would write a document on how 
this deficiency should be corrected. Toohey stated that he 
may do that and pointed out that the problem is that a good 
chunk of the CP is severed from the leadership and favoritism 
is shown to some, to the exclusion of others. Toohey stated 
that he is ready to make an issue of this on behalf of the 
New Jersey CP and present a proposal to the National Committee. 

Bart then stated that the Moscow Conference at 
which the 8l-Communist Party Statement was drawn up lasted 
almost nine weeks. It met through -September and October and 
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part of November, I960* The problems there, he said, 
were of such importance that it was required to meet that 
long* He said that as you can see from the statement, 
the basic problems in the dispute were resolved by rejecting 
the views of the Chinese and accepting those of Khrushchev 
The Chinese were defeated in a world ocdy* Problems still 
remain with the Chinese; However, their agreement on the 
basic things in the statement has removed some of the 
sharpness and tension that existed* Yet, the statement 
did not eliminate the total range of differences* He said 
that before the conference, the Chinese were embarked on 
an aggressive campaign pushing their views* At a conference 
of the International Peace Committee last summer, the 
Chinese s tymied th ^ Committee to such an extent that 
Professor [the representative from .Canada, and others, 
wanted to quit* — This situation no longer exists, yet 
still many questions need to be ironed cut* 

Bart related that at that time William Weinstone, 
Herbert Aptheker and Sadie Van Veen, who is fluent in German, 
were translating a recent speech by Walter UELbtficht, East 
German CP leader, which he delivered to the East German 
CP Central Committee discussing the 8l-Commimist Party 
Statement. In the speech, Ulbright was extremely critical 
of the Albanian CP, which was the only party to support 
the Chinese* 

Bart stated that this showed that there is no 
desire at the moment by other Communist .Parties to accentuate 

the dispute with the Chinese by attacking China directly, 
but the quarrel still goes on by various Communist parties 
continuing their attack in an oblique way against supporters 
of China* Ulbricht*s speech shows that the debate on 
questions in dispute will continue but in a form so as not 
to arouse the Chinese. The Soviet Union is continuing the 
fight by striking at China* s supporters. 

Bart stated that during the nine-week Moscow 
conference, there was a full ten-day session composed of 
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Latin American representatives there . James Jackson 
attended ♦ Out of this conference came conclusions.* decisions 
and an out look, for the Communist Parties^ of Latin America. 
This, he said, is why Joe North is presently in Cuba. He 
speculated if and how these outlooks would- become a. 
part of Gus Hall's report to the National Committee; on 
January 20, 1961* but he did not elucidate. 

Bart said that the report of Hall will be the 
one question before the three-day National Committee meeting 
oh January 20-22, 1961. It will encompass the CP, USA 
treatment of the 8lr Communist Party statement insofar as 
it concerns the views and conditions to which the CP, USA 
is subject. Hall*s report will be far ranging and vrill 
embrace a review of the election, the present session of 
pongress and 'the problems ahead - economic and political ■ - 
from the Party viewpoint. No special report on the 8l-Communist 
Farty Statement will be made as such, but it will be in the 
general presentment of 1 Ball. Jackson, and Flynn will 
participate in the discussion but will not make reports. 

Bart stated that the first day of the National 
Committee 'meeting witi be devoted to Hallos report. 
The Moscow conference will not be on the agenda but will 
come up interwoven in Hall's report. 

(This is a typical way in which the CP, USA 
masks its subservience to Moscow.) 

The second day of the National Committee meeting, 
will be taken uj> with three sub-reports of the Hall report: 

1. The Peace question - by Hy Lumer 

2. Promulgating a Legislative Program - 
by Arnold Johnson 

3* The Negro Question - by Ben Davis 

The^ third day of the National Committee meeting 
will be a clean-up day devoted to the adoption of the resolutions, 
on the .reports * and proposals and any further questions that 




might pop up, such, as situations surrounding Alexander 
Blttleman and Homer Chase of Boston. 

Bart stated that rather than giving passing 
treatment to the unemployment questions in the steel 
industry, a trade union conference will be held on 
January 19* 1S61, consisting of a limited number of 
National Committee members* 

At this point, Toohey stated he had submitted 
three memos on Latin America and Cuba concerning the 
setting up of a CP Latin American Ccitimission, but to date 
had heard nothing* 3art stated that when the National 
Committee sets* up the Latin American Commission, there 
should be a siibaosnxitteer-on Puerto Rico and Cuba and he 
knows that Jim Allen should' be the head of it* Toohey 
then pointed out that he had hoped Joe North and Allen 
would do something concerning Cuba and Latin America, 
pointing out that the newspapers stated that the United 
States fleet is in the vicinity of Guantanamo.; Toohey 
stated he could not understand why he, a National Committee 
member who is pressir<; for work on Latin America, is not 
being considered as &*ad of tho Lati& American Comission. 
Ke said he felt he, should prepare a speech on this for the 
National Committee. 

In response to a question concerning the identity 
of one comrade Ruth, recently appointed New York. County 
CP Organizer, Bart identified her as Ruth Shulman. He 
said her election to that position is the result of a 
very bad situation in New Yorlc County. It was put over by * 
a little-known committee in New York County, Ke said 
that at the time of the reorganization,, when William 
Albertson was dropped as a paid New York .functionary, 
Albertson did not wish to go. Bart stated that .he will be 
reassigned as a vague sort of coordinator of all CP 
publications and literature, Ke said that Arnold Johnson 
is up for reassignment and may be put in charge of the 
peace movement on a national level. It is hoped he will 
devise a new approach on the peace question which may take 
the form of developing a front organization for the recognition 
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of Red China but that the whole setup is vague right now. 

Bart also indicated that the appointment of 
Ruth Shulman as New York County Organizer is not final and 
some effort may be made to try to upset it. 

Bart then alluded to the existence of a national 
"leftist" group inside the Party. He said that while he 
is without absolute evidence, there were some indications 
of its existence. For example, when the Party leaders 
were in Boston, engaged in a struggle against Homer Chase, 
in the course of the arguments, one of the Boston people 
referred to a Party incident which had occurred in 
Brooklyn the night before, 

Bart said that there is a situation in the 
Washington- Oregon District of the CP. He received the 
letter from f ~l CP member from Oregon, stating 



that the Oregon CP had suspended or expelled Norman 
Haaland until further notice, and asking that the National 
Office have nothing to do with him, Bart stated that 
Haaland is one of Bert Nelson's "boys" and it is possible 
that Nelson may be engaged in a national "leftist" group. 

Bart concluded that there must be a system of 
correspondence in this group but the particulars are unknown. 
He said that he has seen manifestations of such a leftist 
group in the New York County CP and has heard there are 
such manifestations existing in the New Jersey CP. 

CONCLUSION ; * 

Mass work within the CP is at a standstill. The 
national leadership of Hall, Bart, Lumer, Jackson and Stachel 
are very uneasy. The total outlook of this leadership is 
on things internal. There exists a period of stagnation 
in which all practical work has ceased. The leadership is 
engaged in internal debates, has given no leadership to the 
movement as a whole, and hence no advances have been made. 
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On January 20, 21 and 22, 196l, CG 5824-S furnished 
to SA ALEXANDER C, BUPLINSON the following information concerning 
a three-day meeting of the CPUSA National Committee at Adelphi 
Hall, lh Fifth Ave., NYC, on the aforesaid dates:

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT was Chairman of the morning session, 
which continued from 11 a.m. to approximately 2:30 p.m. 
After the meeting was opened by LIGHTFOOT, PATRICK TOOHEY 
became Chairman of the morning session. PHIL BART outlined 
>the agenda for the day. A committee, consisting of EMANUEL 
t/BLUM, PHIL BART, WILLIAM PATTERSON, PATRICK TOOHEY, and SAM 
DAVIS, was appointed to make recommendations with respect to 
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the proposed removal from office of HOMER CHASE, and the 
expulsion of ALEXANDER 3ITTELMAN. 

The morning session was devoted to the main report 
made by GUS HALL, CPUSA General Secretary. The report was 
voluminous . HALL discussed the significance of the "81 Party 
Statement" made at the November Conference in Moscow of Communist 
Parties and Workers Farties; the new world epoch; the economic 
situation in the USA; the necessity of the struggle for peace; 
the need for a united front; the necessity of building the 
CPUSA into a stronger organization; the need for negro-white 
unity; and the importance of compelling the KENNEDY administra- 
tion to fulfill its pre-election promises regarding ending the 
cold war. 

After KALL's report, the meeting was adjourned for 
lunch. The chairman of the afternoon session t*as CHARLENE 
MITCHELL, in the absence of ELIZABETH G'CRLEY PLYNN, who was 
to have done so, JAMES JACKSON gave a report on the 81 Party 
Statement made at the November Conference in Moscow -of 
Communist Parties and Workers Parties, lie referred to the 
Moscow Conference as "history's first parliament of the 
world," and stated that decisions made at the said conference 
were based on objective reality. He stated that the 8J Party 
Statement reflected the Communist position that atomic war 
must be prevented,, and is not necessary to the advancement of 
Socialism. He further described the aforesaid 81 Party Stater 
ment as reflecting the necessity of putting an end to colonialism 
and segregation. 

Following JACKSON ' s report, HOMER CHASE spoke, 
stressing that the CPUSA should adhere closely to the 
policies contained in the 81 Party Statement. 

Following CHASE, JAMES TORMSY, EMANUEL BLUM, 
GERALDINE LIGHTFOOT, JACK •STACHEL, HERBERT APIHEKER and 
WILLIAM PATIERSON spoke briefly, indicating their agreement 
with HALL'S report. 

According to CG 5824-S, JACKSON'S report was almost 
a verbatim reading of the 81 Party Statement.

The chairman of the second day session was 
ANTHONY KRCHMAREK. 

The first speater was ELIZABETH GURLEY .FLYNN, uho 
stated that she had attended the Bucharest Congress, and' had 
been in Moscow to attend the celebration of the 43rd Anniversary 
of the Russian Revolution. She said that as a result of 
disagreements at the Bucharest Conference, it became necessary 
to hold the November meeting in Moscow of Communist Parties 
and Workers Parties. FLYNN referred to the Soviet -Chinese 
dispute, but stated that at the Moscow conference "all 
differences were ironed out." 
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The next speaker was .ERIC BERT, who discussed US 
cultural decay, the evil of bank mergers, and the necessity 
of combatting monopolies. 

CARL WINTER then spoke, praising FLYNN's report, 
attacking S£t'.K OKASE, and describing the unemployment 
situation in the automobile industry. 

The next speaker was SAM KUSHNER, who talked about 
the deplorable unemployment situation in the United States. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK, the next speaker, discussed a 
subscription drive for "The Worker" . Ke said that between 
16,000 and 17,000 copies of the said paper are printed' 
weekly, 14,500 of which are paid for, the rest being given 
away. He stated that 4,100 papers are sold in NYC, and 
4,500 throughout the rest of the country. Ke mentioned, 
that 5*000 papers are sold abroad. 

According to WEINSTOCK there has been no appreciable 
increase in circulation of "The Worker" since the special 
mid-West issue has been published. 

A new fund drive for "The Worker" will begin on 
3/1/61. Although the cost of publication of "The Worker" 
is $175,000 per year, Income from the paper amounts to only 
$90,000 per year. The sum of $85,000 will be the goal of 
the next fund drive , Quotas will be established for each 
CP district, and it is anticipated that the NY District 
quota will be $40,000. 

It is hoped that the "Daily Worker" again' will be 
published, but to publish it would require an additional 
$100,000. 

DANNY RUBIN discussed the CPUSA Youth Movement. 
Referring to an article in a South Carolina newspaper, he 
said that universities are changing their thinking with 
regard to the Negro Question. He mentioned a Chicago Youth 
Conference that was attended by 90 young oeople from 10 
states. Ke stated that the CP Youth Movement currently is

gaining momentum much as it did in the 1930' s. RUBIN 
stressed' the necessity of "re-examining the Youth Movement 
to clear up ideological iproblems." 

Matters of current interest to the Youth Movement 
are (1) "Sit-ins" in< Fayette County; (2) the fight against 
",The House Un-American Affairs Committee;" (3) the attack 
on US policy, in Cuba; and (4) an Easter Day Parade. 

RUBIN also stressed the need to ,trc>rk in student 
political groups. He estimated that to be effective, the 
Youth Movement would need $25,000 in the current year. 

DANNY QUEEN, >the next speaker, also discussed the 
Youth Movement. He stated that many problems exist xvith 
respect to the Youth . Movement, in which there is continual 
change. He too stressed the importance of "clearing up 
ideological .problems ." According to QUEEN, the CP still has 
no clear plan for activity in the Youth Movement. Before the 
Youth Conference in Chicago, mentioned heretofore, the CP 
"kept changing its line." 

PAUL ROBESON, >JR* .spoke, stating that he agreed 
with the 81 Party Statement, which he regarded as a defeat 
for imperialism. 

CHARLENE MITCHELL mentioned her recent visit to 
the Soviet Union. 

BENJAMIN J . DAVIS expressed agreement with GUS 
HALL's report, but expressed the opinion that to make it 
effective would be a problem. DAVIS described President 
KENNEDY as the richest man ever to hold the presidential 
office, and demanded that KENNEDY be exposed as a capitalist. 

1 PHIL BART, in his report on "Unity of the Party," 

proposed the removal from office of HOMER CHASE, and the 
expulsion of ALEXANDER BITTEIMAN. BART mentioned the back- 
ground of the Party's conflict with CHASE and , BITTEIMAN . 
He charged CHASE with having described the CPUSA leadership 
as "tools of the FBI." He referred to CHASE'S removal from 
office in December, i960, by the New England District 
^Convention . 
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BART thenfmade two motions: the first was to en- 
dorse the action of ithe Westchester.- CP club with respect 
to BrfTELMAN; the second was that CHASE be removed as a 
member of the CPUSA National Committee. j 

In a discussion of the motions, GUS HALL said that, 
since his expulsion, BITTELMAN had met with 2R0WBBR. BEN 
D03BS agreed with the proposed expulsion of BITTEIMAN, but 
expressed the opinion that the Party "had moved too fast." 
PATRICK TOOKEY agreed with the proposed expulsion of 
BITTELMAN. 

CHASE then took the floor, and denied that he had 
referred to the Party leadership as "tools of the FBI." What 
he had said, he stated, was that the CP leadership were "tools 
of imperialism." 

The session was adjourned at this point with the 
understanding that there would be a continuation on the 
next day of the discussion on CHASE, and also that there 
would be a vote on the motion to expel BITTELMAN.

TOM NABRIED acted as chairman at the third day 

session. 

BEN B0B3S spoke, agreeing with GUC HALL's report, 
but expressing the opinion that it was somewhat "fuzzy." 

ARNOLD JOHNSON discussed civil liberties and the 
necessity of working harder for peace. He described the 
CPUSA as "the party of peace and socialise!." He attempted 
to prove that the USA had derived no benefit from the money 
spent for armaments. 

FRED BLAIR agreed with the HALT, report and stated 
that the "united front" is all-important. He mentioned that 
petitions had been circulated in Milwaukee, demanding that 
there be an end. to intervention in Lao3. The Party had 
induced 72 prominent people to sign this petition, and, as 
a result, the local congressman had to pay attention to it. 

ALBERT "MICKIE" LIMA told of his trip to Moscow 
where he was present at the celebration of the 43rd anniversary 
of the Russian Revolution. He also commented on the importance 
of the 81 Party Statement. 

MORRIS CHILDS expressed agreement with the reports 
of HALL, JACKSON, and FLYNN. Ee further discussed the 
relation of the 81 Party Statement to the Cuban situation, 
solidarity, and the United Front. 

IRVING POTASH lauded the HALL report, and said that 
it should be made available to the CPUSA membership for study. 
He suggested it be printed in pamphlet form, and that it be 
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also distributed among non-Party people. POTASH also 
emphasized the Importance of the Party's concentrating on 
the Infiltration of Industry. 

JESUS COLON charged that "The Worker" Is being 

neglected. 

PAUL NOVIK stated that "Morning Frelhelt," of which 
he Is editor, is conducting a campaign against "Fascists." 
He complained that there had been too little discussion about 
anti-Semitism. 

JAMES WEST stated that the Party had not established 
a definite line with regard to the past election, and a s a 
result a considerable number of Party members did not know how 
to vote. 

HERB KRANSDORF discussed unemployment In the 
steel mills, and stated that there are 400,000 unemployed 
In Pennsylvania. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE endorsed the reports of HALL, 
JACKSON, and FLSUN, and said he was pleased to know that 
some cf the members had been abroad where they could 
strengthen ties with other Communist Parties. He said that 
the new text book on Marxism-Leninism Is a "classic," and 
should be studied by all.

JAKES JACKSON suggested that possibly the CPUSA 
Review Commission should have investigated the CHASE matter, 
the possibility existing that CHASE may have needed medical 
attention . 

EMANUEL BLUM, in a self -critical statement, admitted 
that he had been Inclined to be a "leftist". He begged that 
the Party should never yield to sectarians and leftists. 
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SAM DAVIS favored the removal of CHASE, and regretted 
that so much time was being wasted in discussing the CHASE 
matter . 

Following these remarks, there was a unanimous vote 
of the National Committee to remove CHASE as a member of the 
National Committee. It was further voted that CHASE should 
be instructed to cease his factional activities. It was 
also voted that in six months the CPUSA Secretariat arathe 
New England District review the CHASE case, and determine 
what further action, if any, should be taken against him. 

BENJAMIN DAVIS introduced a resolution on legisla- 
tion which stressed the importance of fighting for CP causes 
with every legal and judicial means at the Party's disposal* The 
'resolution also called for the appointment by the president 
of a cabinet member in charge of civil rights „ The resolu- 
tion was sent back to the Secretariat for "working over." 

According to the informant, BEN DAVIS was to have 
introduced a resolution with regard to democratic centralism. 
The purpose of the resolution was to amend the CP constitution 
to the extent that the words "democratic centralism" should 
be omitted. This had been suggested some time ago by EUGENE 
DENNIS. The resolution, however, was referred back to the 
National Executive Committee that the said committee might 
appoint a constitutional committee to further study the 
proposed resolution and to suggest changes therein. 

GUS HALL then advised' the meeting that thex*e were 
two vacancies on the National Committee, but that at that time 
he was putting only the name of VEINSTONE before the meeting 
for nomination to the National Committee. WEINSTONE was 
elected unanimously a member of the said National Committee. 

GERALDINE LIGHTFOOT then made a motion to set up 
a "Women's Commission, 11 and the motion was passed. 

SAM KUSHNER made a motion to send "greetings" to 
President KENNED? foe* having set in motion machinery to furnish 
more food to needy areas in the country. This matter was 
referred back to the Secretariat. 
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WEINSTOCK's report on "The Worker 11 '.was then approved 
with respect to the part thereof referring to finances and 
circulation. It was felt, however, that the fund drive quotas 
he suggested were excessive. Ke was instructed to revise the 
said quotas. The question of again establishing a daily 
paper was referred back to the Secretariat so that the said 
Secretariat might appoint a committee to study the natter. 

6US HALL, in a summary speech, mentioned the 

following; 

The various CP districts should use to advantage 
people who have traveled abroad, particularly by having 
these people make speeches to the membership. 

WILLIAM Z. FOSTER'S birthday should be observed by 
celebration in the CP districts. 

Preparations should be made for the observance of 

May Day. 

Efforts should be made to increase the circulation 
of "The Worker , M 

There should be more self-criticism, and challenging 
the leadership of the Party must stop. 

CP election policies had been correct, but were 
ineffective owing to lack of unity in the CP leadership. 

HALL does not believe that there has been such 
an "upsurge" in the Youth Movement as was reported at the 
meeting . 

At the Moscow Conference in November there was no 
compromise with regard to important questions. The said 
conference rejected dogmatism and sectarianism. If some 
people are looking for assistance from the Chinese, they 
are going to be fooled. 
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Although the 8l Party statement refers to "American 
imperialism," it would better serve the CPUSA's interests to 
avoid these words, and instead talk about the establishment 
.of an anti-monopoly coalition. 

The meeting was ended after motions were made and 
carried to endorse HALL's original and summary reports, 
JACKSON'S report on the Moscow Conference, and PLYNN's report 
on her trip to Moscow.

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Summary Speech of GUS HALL, 
General Secretary » CP, USA 

Set forth below is the, essence of GUS HALL *s summary 
speech, to, the National Committee, CP, USA. 

The Districts of the Party should carefully think 
out how to use those comrades that have traveled as "tourists" 
to the : Soviet Union and other socialist countries. It would 
be well not merely to, organize public meetings, but to organize 
very serious discussions with the functionaries in every District. 
At such-meetings it would be possible to go ; into the meeting of 
the 81 CP and Workers 1 h eld in Moscow during the month of November. 

* * 

Further, to reach the masses, the District leadership 
should utilize Comrade ;WILLI AM FOSTER , s birthday and turn it 
into a political event. May Day, 1961 will be the 7j5th anniversary 
of this great working class holiday. It is a big event. We should 
prepare now as ;how to celebrate .the 75th anniversary of May Day. 
Chicago especially, because of the origin -of May Day in that city, 
that famous Haymarket case, should take this 75th anniversary and 
treat it seriously. 

The national leadership from now on will use the circula- 
tion of f1 The Worker" as a yardstick for Party activity. ^verylDistr^* 
Shotildst therefore, do the same. There are some other handles that 
we can use to reach the. people. For example, there is that fine 
publication "Facts for Farmers". This publication is very rarely 
utilized although this little paper is appreciated in many parts 
of the country by those interested in the farm problem. Perhaps 
the National Of f ice should subscribe for every District. In this 
manner, link them with the publication. There f s another vehicle 
we might use and that is the magazine "Mainstream", which has 
improved of late. "Mainstream" seems to be living in peace. No 
one in the Party pushes it nor are there any subscriptions in the 
Party organization being solicited for "Mainstream". This magazine 
should be used, particularly, amongst the intellectuals and pro- 
fessionals. Then we have the "Economic Notes", the monthly bulletin. 
I would ; say that the trade union leaders would consider it a great 

service if we introduced them to this publication, ^Economic Notes". 

*» * * 

Now about our meeting of the National Committee. This 
meeting reflects a new stage of the .work of our Party. As far as 
we can see, there is no successful challenge to the policies and 
to the present leadership of our Party. This shows that we have 
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achieved unity* Yet, we must indicate that there are still 
weaknesses, even on the question of unity. There are still 
some few people in our ranks who cling to shadows of group- 
ings, shadows that are not even * here iri reality. .Maybe this 
comes from a sense of insecurity. Maybe these. few people. are 
afraid .to tie up with this present leadership, around this 
leadership. I want to emphasize that the Party will be big, 
, and it will be so around this present leadership. Perhaps 
there are dreams about another leadership, but I would caution 
the few comrades hanging back that political security for all 
of us is with this present collective. Unity in f het£attyiis 
growing, but it is like walking up the stairs, it is hard, but 
we're getting there. Theyyardstick ,of unity is our work and 
accomplishments. In this new stage, we can demand, a higher 
standard of leadership. One thing is clears we cannot stand 
still. We are going to continue our struggle on two fronts 
against the revisionists, against the left, and this struggle 
is a collective effort. 

We&TB going to avoid one-sidedness in regards to the 
anti-monopojty coalition. It is not merely a tactical problem 
to build this coalition, it is a strategic concept as outlined 
at our 17th Party Convention. But while we aim to organize this 
anti-monopoly coalition we must always remember that, we are an 
anti-capitalist Party and even while we fight for a broad move- 
ment against monopoly capitalism, we will keep our ultimate aim, 
socialism,/ in mind. 

Now about self-criticism. , Last year, I was on the 
MIKE WALLACE program on* television. I quoted LENIN on self- 
criticism. MIKE WALLACE then Interpreted .this to mean, that is 
self-criticism, ithat we literally tear each other apart, and 
while he was trying to/prove this, I thought to myself , ; if only 
one-tenth of, what MIKE WALLACE says 1 was true,, our , Party would be 
in good shape. This meeting of the National Committee is an 
example. There has been no self-criticism here. In the Secretar- 
iat of our Party and in our National Executive Committee, we do 
have „some self-criticism, but only some.. We cannot grow or 
correct the weaknesses of the Party if there is no self-criticism. 
There is too much of a Naval outlook in our Party. In the Navy, 
they look through binoculars and when/you look through binoculars 
sometimes a thing is brought close to you and is distorted. 
Usually they teach in the Navy to look a little above the horizon 
in order to be able to avoid distortions. We also look at long 
distances, even if not through binoculars. For example, California 
looks at the National Office and instead of their own eyes, they 
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look as to what f s wrong in the National Office. The National ' 
Office should also look at the Districts in the same way. Are 
there any weaknesses in the Districts, or is there just confus- 
ion in our Party , and that confusion is limited to the National 
Office? When the, Districts look at the National Office, they 
should not merely criticize, but they should raise problems. 
Why didn't the Districts and members of the National Committee 
present here at this meeting raise problems? Why didn't they 
draw some lessons: in their localities? There must be some 
problems in their own Districts too. . There must be , lessons to 
be learned, but these things were not raised. The comrades have 
gotten into the habit always of looking for some general weakness 
in the national leadership. But we in the National Office can now 
demand criticism from ourselves and we are trying, as I said, to 
engage in some self-criticism. We can also demand the same for 
all members* of the National Committee and from all District leader- 
ships. We had some cases in our Party, when the comrades took a 
position one week, and When this position was proven to be wrong, 
came back to the next meeting, perhaps only a we'ek later, or some 
weeks later, and we are met with silence., The comrades did not A 
engage in self-criticism even though their position is proven to" 
be wrong. 

We are now going to raise pur' weaknesses and deficien- 
cies in our work. We are going to bring such problems up and we'are 
going to ask for an accountability. We are now on a different 
level of organization and unity in the leadership and we can demand 
from all individual members of the leadership, from top to bottom, 
isfaat I would call accountability. This is a good meeting to raise 
.this question. Why did not some people raise their own work during 
the last year? How they carried through their tasks or did not 
carry through their tasks. I would say quite frankly that there 
are some people present here today who do . not belong here. 

Now on the elections. Our electoral policy twas a good 
policy and was correct. It gave a proper and correct lead to the 
Party. What was the problem? There are some comrades who belong 
to the right, some who belong to the left, who simply do not agree 
with our electoral line. It was this lack of unity which prevented 
us from fighting harder for this correct line. This disagreement 
on the electoral policy was part of our disagreements oh other 
problems that we faced in the Party. In the future, we are going 
to hammer out sharper policies and we are going to fight for them. 
Don't start by looking from policy down, start with your own 
District. There ! is always room for differences in application of 
line, but not insofar as policy questions are concerned, especially 



when they've been hammered out by the leadership. More and 
more people are beginning to realize this. 

The KENNEDY people themselves recognized that there 
were differences in various parts of California. A Northern 
Californian, HARRY BRIDGES, came out for NIXON. HARRY BRIDGES 
registered as a Republican. HOFFA and his Teamster leadership, 
too, came out against KENNEDY, Therefore, ,1 can understand why 
the comrades in California, were somewhat confused. They did 
not realize that the people responded differently in Northern 
California than they did in Southern California. This is why 
there was more enthusiasm in Southern California for KENNEDY 
than there was for him in Northern California. Therefore, 
flexibility is needed. Southern California has a different 
situation. There are hundreds of Democratic clubs, and there-* 
/tore, they put a different emphasis on their work. I keep on 
emphasizing; and I will emphasize it here, that in application 
of; our line, flexibility is necessary. Considering the differences 
that I f ve referred to on the electoral policy, I would say that 
the "Peopled World" in San Francisco handled the election fairly 
well. They can reflect some of the things we do and talk about. 

Now about the local candidates. I can*t see how our 
policy affected local candidates. Local candidates could have 
been endorsed and voted for. 

Now on the question of a new party based on labor and 
the Negro people. There seems to be some feeling that we have not 
organized such a party. When I say we, I mean the Party, that*s 
why we haven* t got such a third party. This is a wrong approach 
and it just isn f t so. The conditions for such a party are not 
here. To produce a new party requires certain objective circum- 
stances. These circumstances are not now present. In the new 
epoch that we are talking about, such a party may be born. We 
are going to continue to propagate the idea for such a party, but j 
we*re al$o ( ^going to continue to work within the old parties. And 
while we're working in the old parties, we should be ready for the 
launching of such a third party. But this does not depend upon 
our own decisions, but upon the objective circumstances, the 
relation of classes in our country, and so on. To merely say that 
all that is required in the launching of such a party is our 

decision, shows a very shallow outlook, not a Marxist outlook. 

■ i 

Regarding Communist candidates, we made some mistakes. 
I participated in some of these mistakes. We. did not recognize 
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that it was difficult to have Communist Party candidates, that 
it was even difficult to put Communist Party candidates, under 
other party :labels. This was a dramatic approach; perhaps if 
we would; have realized the . difficulties, we could have had some 
othe* parties organize, could have used many other names, etc, 
and in this way have had Party people on the ballot. We should 
know that most people will not sign a Communist Party petition, 
but we could have found a way. We could have formed, alliances, 
we could have put forth more peace candidates on various tickets 
and under various labels* 

Now a few words about the youth. Offhand I would say 
that DANNY from Chicago, (referring to DANNY QUEEN) allowed some 
immediate difficulties to overwhelm him. It is the general 
estimate of. a situation that counts, but DANNY seemed to say 
that there are only obstacles standing in the way of an organiza- 
tion of the youth. He was too pessimistic. I say this because 
he seems to deny the great ' upsurge that is developing amongst the 
youth. If there is no upsurge amongst the youth, then there would 
be no need for an organization. But the spontaneous rise of youth 
organizations throughout the country is important, in fact, it's 
a tremendous movement. . What broader field should we be looking 
for? Therefore, I repeat, that some of the youth comrades, and 
DANNY here particularly, used wrong judgement analyzing the real 
situation. 

There are some basic questions that need to be understood | 
one, that there *s a tremendous upsurge amongst the youth; two, 
that there is a growth of the Marxist-socialist clubs in most every 
university and school. For the last two years these organization? 
have been popping up all over the country. The Trotskyites are 
influencing these organizations, the Socialists are influencing 
these organizations of the youth. In fact, many of these organiza- 
tions are under both Trotskyite and socialist influence but not 
ours. 

This youth movement will be growing on maty levels 
' simultaneously and they will organize themselves and take up, many 
and various issues. They'll take up the military draft, some will 
take up the question of jobs and opportunities and so on. When 
youth has no perspective, when it sees no jobs on the horizons or 
opportunities * youth will kick up. Then you will find groups of 
youth that will want to study the present situation deeper. They 
may want to know something about the present epoch and they will 
come to the conclusion that all of these things that are happening 



are a result of the present epoch that we are living in, the 
struggle between the socialist world and the capitalist world, 

Has our Party changed the concept of the king of a 
youth organization we want since the convention? From our 
convention emerged the Chicago concept. The Chicago concept 
would postpone the organization of the youth. We don f t agree 
with the Chicago concept, but we won f t argue about it now, 
we* 11 let it go. We have reached a point in the youth work of 
the Party where we either advance or we go backwards. This 
Youth Conference which was held in Chicago, despite all the 
difficulties, was a necessity. It filled a vacuum, and I 
repeat that if we are flexible and recognize that youth can 
be organized on every level; that there is a spontaneous ^move- 
ment; that there is need for organization, then we can go ahead 
from this Chicago conference of youth. 

Now on the world Marxist debate. The reports that 
were made here were good. All of the comrades who spoke on this 
subject have indicated that a lot of patience was displayed in 
Moscow during this debate, but one thing is clear; there was no 
adjustment to the minority nor was there any compromise on 
principles and policies. Yes, there were compromises in Moscow 
on secondary questions, but the Moscow conference of 81 Parties 
rejected the dogmatic sectarian views of a minority. In fact, 
they buried the sectarian views. We want to remind our comrades 
here that last Easter we had a Seaboard Conference here in New York, 
with many members of the National Committee present. At that time, 
I told the comrades, particularly of the left, don f t depend on the 
Chinese or the others. Some of these comrades who at that time 
supported the Chinese position should have gotten up at this meeting 
and engaged in some self-criticism, but they didn f t. I would; urge 
all comrades to read this wonderful document of the 81 Parties, to 
view it as a whole. Comrades, donH look for something that you 
like in this document. It is necessary to repeat that there was 
no compromise on the principle on peace and peaceful co-existence 
and other such questions. 

We also wrciject the idea that was put forth here by 
AL RICHMOND and a few others that this struggle in the interna- 
tional movement has been raging since the 20th Congress of the 
CPSU. That is not true. The divergencies appeared much later. 
The reason why I mention this is that there are some comrades who 
are trying to connect our fight and say It was of long duration 
because the international fight has been going on for a long time. 



That is not true. The comrades, who say that one of the reasons 
we have no Party program is ibecause of the international struggle, 
are wrong. We are working on a program. At the convention, we 
adopted the policy to organize an anti-monopoly, coalition. We 
also raised the question of the peaceful pathV but since we have 
not gone into detail and have not discussed practical matters 
concerning these important questions, we decided not to put it 
into a program, but we lore going to have a program. 

Now on the approach to our work. The most important 
thing is our relation to the people. The statement of the 81 
Communist Parties says that the United States is the world's 
greatest exploiter, etc., etc. We cannot repeat this, the 
American people would not understand it. We must find some other 
handle of the people. We cannot say 'Tanks go home". 

At this point, somebody interjected the idea that 
perhaps we could say "Yanks come home". N 

GUS HALL'S remarks continue. Our strategic concept 
is an anti-monopoly coalition. This is a strategic concept. 
If we put this into life and point out to the American people 
that if these monopolists and trusts and their men will be 
fought or if we could bridle the monopolies here, then the United 
States would be compelled, to pull out of the positions, such as 
various bases all over the world. The big thing for us is to 
fight the monopolies right here at home. 

On the united front, there's much to do before we can 
get down to real work. I have indicated this in my report. 
Every District should study how to bring the united front into 
life. A good clear picture in each District would help our national 
leadership to further develop this policy and tactics on the united 
front. This is not only a new epoch in the world, but as Communists, 
Marxist-Leninists, we could say it is our epoch. It is this epoch 
that gives us optimism and enthusiasm. We should always keep in 
mind the historic task in front of us. We have great responsibili- 
ties inthis epoch, as Communists, to our people and to our country. 
We have to live up to our responsibilities. 

This concluded GUS HALL'S summary report. Thereafter, 
a motion was made and adopted to endorse HALL's summary. 



Comments and Opinions 

It is this reporters opinion that GUS HALL has 
strengthened his position in the Party and has, to a large 
degree, consolidated his leadership and those who work /with 
him* It f s been many years since this national leadership 
allowed this kind of a report, a report ranging all over the 
world, dealing with a multitude of problems, lasting over 
three hours* It has been many years since a National Committee 
has allowed for a summary. This has been ruled' out for the 
last four years or more. All of these are indications that 
GUS HALL has consolidated his leadership and that the present 
Secretariat and NEC is in the saddle* This does not mean that 
the inner struggle in the Communist Party of the United States 
has ceased. 

It is also the reporter's opinion that GUS HALL did , 
utilized his last meeting of the National Committee to consoli- 
date the leadership and .to put over the line of the 81 Communist 
Parties, as well as the line worked at the 17th Convention of 
the Communist Party of the United States.

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First iDay's Session - 1/20/61 

CLAUDE LIGHTF00T acted as chairman of this session. 
The agenda was announced as: 1) . A report by GUS HALL on the 
81 Party Statement adopted at Moscow; 2) . Adoption of 
revisions and motions and a summary relative to HALL'S 
report. GUS HALL then read his report. Some of the 
important statements in this report follows: At the 17th 
Convention of the CPUSA HALL pointed to a fundamental shift 
in the balance of world forces in favor of the camp of 
socialism, democracy, national independence and peace. Since 
our convention, the shift has continued along this favorable 
course. The nature of the changes, the present relationship 
of forces and the direction of events have been summed up in 
the statement issued by the world-historic conference of the 
representatives of the 8l Communist and Workers Parties. 
Six parties, including the CPUSA, did not participate 
because of acts of terror and persecution; including, in our 
case, the existence of the McCarran Act. 

This police-state legislation is designed to illegalize 
the CP totally. It is aimed at preventing our participation 
in any exchange of views between Communists and militant 
progressives of various countries as to the common problems 
facing mankind in the fight for peace and social progress. 
The 81 Party gathering was probably the most important of 
all time . The statement adopted by it declared that it is 
possible at long last to end the scourge of war in our time - 
that now war is not Inevitable, but can be prevented by the 
strength,, unity, and fighting spirit of the people. All 
Party members, clubs and leaders should study it thoroughly. 
In basic essence, the framework around which our 17th Conven- 
tion built its program, policies and tactical approach was 
in accord with the main analyses and line of the statement. 

The statement stresses that United States imperialism 
is the main danger of peace. A new statement was necessary 
because of the general crisis of capitalism. The new 
stage of the general crisis is particularly evident in our 
country which shows extreme decay. The statement pointed out 
that socialism is now indestructible. This is of utmost 
importance for us because it shows anew, and more clearly than 
ever, that the socialist system does not need or wane wars, 
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that It does not need or seek to "export- revolution" in order 
to maintain itself and grow. One may say this is truly the 
epoch of the rise in dominance and advance of progressive man- 
kind both in thought and action. Let us uncover some of the 
actual unvarnished truth of the situation in the United 
States in this new world epoch. 

The economy has entered its fourth slump since the 
end of World War II. Most disturbing of all is the spread of 
Joblessness . Each downturn has left behind it a larger -mass 
of unemployed than before . The signs all point to the con- 
clusion that this fourth postwar recession takes place within 
a new framework, in which the long range factors of expansion 
and large scale industrial renewal are running out, first 
of all in the United states, but also in the rest of the 
capitalist world. The Wall Street trusts rob not only the 
American people but those in other countries as well. Their 
global plunder and kleptomania have brought the wrath of 
the world's peoples down on our heads. The prestige of 
the USA as a nation is today at its lowest ebb. Until two 
years ago Cuba was in the firm grip of the United States 
monopolies. It is precisely because the Cubans have 
freed their country from the grip of Wall Street that the 
tremendous hue and cry and the threat of attack on Cuba 
are now being generated. 

Our task is to reveal that today United States big 
business is the chief threat of bringing about war. We 
Communists stand for socialism but have not favored war to 
achieve it. Everything possible must be done to press the 
new administration to end the cold war. The central task 
of our Party is to be a Party of struggle, of mass 
struggle, of united front action on the widest possible 
basis. That is the heart of our vanguard role today. We 
have always been forefront fighters for the united front. 
We must re-establish that. To carry on mass work, however, 
there must be a correct appraisal of the situation. 

Factors working against us to be considered are: 
1), at this point we are a small Party; 2), we do not 
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enjoy full legal status. Our members cannot openly work in 
industry, in professions or in government. Our members 
cannot qpenly be members of unions or members of most mass 
organizations; 3)> our country has gone through twenty 
years of relatively high employment that has left its 
impact on its people. Most of the trade unions and people's 
organizations are under conservative and even reactionary 
leadership and the majority of the workers are still 
unorganized; 4), there is no independent political party 
of labor; $) , there is as yet no mass socialist consciousness 
in the USA. On the other hand there are many positive 
facets to be considered. American workers are militant. 
There is a rising negro people 1 s movement. We have in the 
United States a strong, deep democratic tradition and we 
now have a united Communist Party. We cannot ignore the 
virtual illegality of the Party . We must fight for our full 
legality with far greater energy than we are now expending. 

The united front must be a way of life for our 
Party, for each member and for each club. A good leader,, 
working with the masses, will almost sense when a new level 
of understanding has been reached and will, therefore, raise 
the work to that new level and continue from that point. In 
this context we can work realistically for recruiting into 
the Party, which is very important, though of course, it 
is only one feature of Party building. Here I think it 
necessary to state that it is possible to recruit into the 
Party at all times and under all conditions. The nature of 
the recruiting will vary but recruiting into the Party must 
never be stopped or halted. The problem is not one of sending 
people into organizations. Many are already there. The central 
question for us is to help our members, our clubs, our leaders, 
to carry on political activities where they are, and under 
the specific conditions that face men, which are often 
difficult conditions. This is the nub of the problem. While 
independent action by the Party is essential, the key is ;in 
the united front struggle by the building mass ties and 
united front work, in labor and peoples organizations and 
in workers neighborhoods. 
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On Party building, we must develop, train and 
draw in younger forces. We have to give central attention 
to the Party club. We must carry through a concentration 
policy and we >must more effectively streamline the organiza- 
tion so that leadership may better reach and aid the clubs 
and members. Also of foremost importance is the building 
of our press. This is a cardinal, number one task. Last 
week an enlarged secretariat meeting concluded a review 
on the work of the leadership during the past year. We 
were very self -critical . Some serious weaknesses \?ere 
discussed. The Secretariat has set up a task force, a 
committee to plan for a reorganization of the work of the 
center to make it more effective both organizationally and 
politically. We are a small party now but the future is 
ttfith us. We represent the best national interests of 
our people - the noble aim of peace. 

JAMES E. JACKSON who was first speaker at the 
afternoon session said the representatives, of 36 million 
Communists, 81 Worker's Parties enacted a program which 
determines the future of the world for the next decade 
or more. The authority of the 81 Party Statement rests 
in the superiority of the socialist system over the forces 
of social reaction. The historic task of Communists in our 
day is to prevent unleashing of atomic war and nuclear war 
is not needed for the success of socialism. Eradication of 
colonialism and segregation is one more step on the road 
to socialism. The oppressed class can obtain their 
objective without bloodshed. Communists offer the people 
a peaceful life, freedom from want, the full development of 
man's spiritual life. 

HQMRE BATES CHASE said 8l Party Statement must be 
studied in CP clubs and CPUSA must carry out the mandate of 
this document. The people of the United States must be 
warned that President KENNEDY will carry on the struggle for 
imperialists and may carry out program of intervention in 
Cuba. 

Otherspeakers followed including JACK STACHEL, 
JIM TORMBY, MANNY BLUM, GERALDINE LIGHTFOOT and WILLIAM 
PATTERSON . All agreed with the report of GUS HALL. Session 
adjourned at 6:30 p.m. to reconvene 9:30 a.m., 1/21. 
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SECOND DAY'S SESSION, 1/21/61 

On 1/21/61, NY 3141-S* advised that second 
day's session of meeting of National Committee, CP, 
USA, commenced at 9:^5 AM, 1/21/61. In addition to 
National Committee members mentioned as in attendance 
1/20/61, the following were observed entering Adelphi 
Hall, NYC, 1/21/61, presumably to NC Meeting: ELIZABETH 
GURLEY PLYNN, JAMES WEST, MIRIAM PRIEDLANDER and AL 
RICHMOND. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN was the first speaker 
and spoke of her attendance at the Rumanian Workers 
Party Congress held in June, i960, at which she was 
a Fraternal Delegate. PLYNN said that between June 
and November, i960, she had visited' Rumania, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary and the German Democratic Republic as well as the 
Soviet Union. She said she had spoken to the heads of 
government, CP leaders and educators in these countries 
and that it was a great experience for her. PLYNN, in 
discussing the Bucharest Meeting, said there was dis- 
cussion regarding the Soviet-Chinese positions which 
she said dealt with the methods used by the Chinese 
in presenting their critical views on mass organization. 
PLYNN said that the Chinese comrades are not for war as 
is falsely portrayed by the capitalist press. She said 
the Chinese believe that the decision rests not with the 
socialist camp, but with the imperialists, and therefore, 
in addition to the fight for peace, preparation must be 
made for war. She said that the broad peace movement 
rejects a non-peace movement and insists on a movement 
that fights against imperialism as well as for the march 
of national liberation and socialism. PLYNN said that 
the Chinese view is that in a nuclear war three hundred 
million people might die, with the same number surviving, 
but that this would spell the end of capitalism. She 
said the Chinese are not opposed to disarmament, but feel 
it is propaganda. 
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FLYNN then discussed the activity prior to 
the November, i960 conference of the world Communist 
Parties. She said that the Central Committee of the 
Soviet Union had proposed a draft statement which 
supplemented the 1957 declaration and set forth the 
developments of the following three years. She said 
this draft was submitted In late September to an 
editorial commission and became the basis for dis- 
cussion. The final draft, however, was twice as 
long as the original and a secretariat was set up to 
go over the final draft. This session lasted three 
days and the document was agreed upon, the sections 
which were not agreed upon were brought before the 
assembly of the 81 party conference which met from 
November 10, to December 1, i960. At this conference 
a thorough discussion of the entire document took 
place and was accepted by all present with enthusiasm 
and a common understanding was reached on the issue, 
of peace. FLYNN said that the 81 Party Statement should 
be thoroughly studied and applied to each country according 
to its conditions. The basic issues that stood out were 
the struggle against war, peace, disarmament, peaceful 
coexistence, national independence and the growing 
socialist world. She said, however, that the fight for 
peace Is the main task. FLYNN then commented that many 
people asked if the Chinese comrades adhere to the 
declaration (referring to the 81 .Party Statement) . 
She said all , those who came In contact with them 
were impressed by their concern for the World Communist 
Movement. The Chinese want unity preserved and no 
split In the International movement. The Chinese 
desire full agreement in order hot to give ammunition 
to the imperialist camp. The Chinese pledged to adhere 
to the declaration and they desire to restore all re- 
lations with the Soviet Union to what they were In the 
past. FLYNN said that it was her personal opinion that 
the attitude of the Chinese comrades was "We do think It 
(peaceful coexistence) can be done, but let's go ahead 
and try." FLYNN said that the feeling of the other 
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Communist parties in the world is that the CP, USA is 
operating in the "Heart of the imperialist stronghold", 
where the population is subjected to the strong influence 
of bourgeois ideology. She said that KOSLOV (Ph) at 
a banquet -said that the CP, USA is small, but its 
leadership is good, perhaps, better than many there. 
He said the conditions under which the CP, USA work 
are such that survival and continuance as a party is 
a tremendous accomplishment. FLYNN concluded her 
remarks by commenting that peace is paramount in the 
world and quoted from LENIN to the effect that the 
development of science will make war an impossibility. 

CARL WINTER described GUS HALL'S report of 
yesterday as "Inspiring" . He said the task remaining 
for the .party is to make its position understandable 
to the masses of the American people. The party should 
concern Itself with combating the image of the American 
Communist as being "Un-American" . The party should show 
the American people that the Communists are championing 
their cause. 

SAM KUSHNER spoke on the unemployment situation 
and 1 what should be done in the depressed areas. He felt 
that this was a field of work for the party in which 
it could build itself. KUSHNER said that the party should 
make known the intent of the employers to use the House 
Un-American Activities Committee hearings to destroy labor 
and this should be combated in every way possible. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK reported on "The Worker", and 
the 'party 1 s plans to reestablish the "Daily Worker". 
In connection with "The Worker", he said there is 
approximately 14,500 paid circulation, of which 85OO 
represents circulation in the US. He said the income 
approximates $90,000.00. With expenses of $175*000.00 
and the expected deficit by March, 1961, will be 
$85,000.00. WEINSTOCK said that this deficit is to be

made up by the fund drive of which $40,000.00 is 
to come from the NY District . He also commented 
that plans are made for four affairs in NY to 
raise funds for "The Worker" during 1961. 
WEINSTOCK said that the party was remiss in not 
sufficiently supporting the subscription and 
fund drives during the past year. 

Concerning plans to reestablish the 
"Daily Worker", WEINSTOCK said that it is tenta- 
tively planned to print an eight page paper four 
days a week costing approximately $300,000.00 
a year. lie said the party is selling certificates 
in amounts of $50.00 and $100.00 throughout the 
US in order to raise funds. The certificates 
specifically state that the money is to be used 
exclusively to establish a daily MARXIST newspaper 
in the US and in the event that such a paper is not 
established during 1962, the money has to be refunded 
to the certificate holders. WEINSTOCK said that he 
would make himself available to travel around the 
US on this venture if the National Committee should 
so authorize. He concluded his remarks by stating 
that plans have been undertaken throughout the 
Communist world to celebrate the birthday* of WILLIAM 
Z. FOSTER and urged that celebrations of this event 
should be undertaken in all party districts in the 
US. 

MILDRED McADORY spoke of the need of the 
party to undertake open mass work in order to reach 
the masses. She said that the party played an active 
role during the recent election campaign in Harlem 
where they sold "The Worker" and distributed literature. 
McADORY spoke briefly concerning her visit last week 
with the mother, of HENRY WINSTON. She said that 
WINNIE 1 s mother was at first critical of the party 
for what she considered the party's lack of concern 
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for her son's welfare. McADORY said that she 
had assured her that the party had beea active 
in WINSTON 1 s behalf and was comtemplating further 
action to gain his release. She said that WINNIE 1 s 
mother was reassured and McADORY felt that she 
might undertake "Public things' 1 on behalf of her 
son. McADORY concluded by urging the party to 
reintensify the campaign for WINSTON'S release 
and to make efforts to bring this case to the 
attention of President Kennedy. 

SI GERSON said that the party should 
insist that the full weight of the Executive 
.Branch of the Government should be -thrown 
behind segregation legislation. GERSON was 
pleased with the report of GUS HALL yesterday 
and particularly with HALL 1 s statement regarding 
the United Front. GERSON also spoke with regard' 
to the past elections and remarked that the NEC 
election statement was absolutely correct. He 
said that HOMER CHASE'S views were stubborn 
and dogmatic. 

AL RICHMOND stated that the 81 party 
Statement had been discussed in the Northern 
California District. He said that the statement 
was regarded as a resolution of struggle that has 
been going on for many years. The feeling was that 
the statement had meaning Tor our party and presents 
a new challenge in handling the problems that confront 
the American people. RICHMOND remarked that the party 
did not agree on an election policy and this created 
problems. He urged that in the future, the, party 
resolve to have one line, one direction, not only 
in terms of a statement, but in actual practice. 
Meeting recessed for lunch at 1:03 PM. 

JAKE GREEN was the first speaker of the 
afternoon session and remarked that FLYNN's* report 
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on the 81 party statement gave him a "New feeling" 
and this statement will have "World-wide significance". 
He urged the members of the party to get out and 
do the Job that needs to be done in Negro communities 
and stated that masses of the Negro people will 
eventually see the role of the party. GREEN also 
expressed confidence that many people who left 
the party will see the light and come back. He 
also recommended that some type of pressure be 
put on the new administration to make them fulfill 
the promises made during the campaign. He concluded 
by stating that the party will move the masses and' 
hoped the party will have the confidence it once had. 

BURT NELSON expressed feeling that more 
clarity in the party's election statement would 
have been of help . He remarked that the goal of 
the party is in sight and described this goal as 
the unity of all those who are suffering under 
monoply capitalism. NELSON remarked that he planned 
to have more discussion on the 81 party statement 
and will have mass distribution of material on it. 
He said he was looking forward to PLYNN's trip 
to the West Coast in March. HELEN 1 WINTER commented 
on her recent trip to the Soviet Union and said that 
the leaders of the socialist countries take nothing 
for granted on the topic of peace and it is constantly 
discussed in one way or the other. WINTER, said that 
the best method of advocating peace is by utilizing 
slogans which is done successfully in the socialist 
world and believes that the US Government and the 
CP, USA must realize the need for advocating peace. 
The party as yet does not understand the necessity 
for impressing Upon the people the desire for peace. 
WINTER praised the progress made by the Soviet Union 
during the past 15 years . As an example, they are 
building goods and machines not only for their own 
use, but also for the underdeveloped countries. 
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WINTER spoke on the question of 
United Front activity emphasizing the need of the 
party to work with the rank and file rather than 
trying to lead In every instance. The- United 
'Front must have purpose and direction In order to 
properly guide the masses. She referred to the 
"Fair Play for Cuba Committee ?r saying It -was doing 
an excellent job in apprising' the North American 
people as to what is actually taking place In Cuba, 
but unfortunately there are many Trobskyites who< 
.make up the committee 

DANNY RUBIN spoke on youth activity and 
said the main issues wherein youth were active were 
the sit-in demonstrations and In activities supporting 
the Cuban people to determine their own course. He 
said in terms of a United Front for Youth, there was 
a need for a greater contribution by developing a 
highly conscious MARXIST thinking. RUBIN said that 
funds are an Improtant aspect in youth work and 
estimated that youth work *f or one year costs in the 
neighborhood of $25,000.00, adding that the party 
organization has to try to shoulder that burden. 

; DANNY (QUEEN) said that the Youth Movement 
is flexible due to constant changes and as a result, 
must be continuously reexamined. The party has to 
consider how to sustain -and continue activities in 
youth work. He said* is * not a movement Involving 
large masses of youth, but it Is a militant group 
mainly of a liberal core. He. said the youth organization 
should also look toward broader areas beyond its own 
organization such .as various community organizations. 

PAUL ROBESON,, JR. stated that the 81 Party 
•Statement is a call to Intensify the struggle for 
the defeat of colonialism and Imperialism. He said 
the emphasis of the statement on the role of the 
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world struggle for colonial liberation had an impact 
on the people of the world. The document presented 
an insight of democratic centralism in the entire 
World Communist Movement and it would be well to 
learn from this the methods of resolving inner 
party differences in a democratic way and to 
develop the ability of discussing contradictions, 
problems and alternatives. 

BETTY GANNETT said CP must apply the 
81 Party Statement to its own situation. CP has a 
big ideological Job on its hands to get the membership 
to understand the CP line. BEN DAVIS stated whatever 
differences CP has internally, it must subordinate 
them to carry on party work. 

MIRIAM FRIEDLANDER said 8l Party Statement 
shows American people ready for a new bill of rights. 

PHIL BART then spoke on party unity. The 
right danger is the most serious danger followed by 
leftism and lastly revisionism. It is essential that 
party line be directed to combat these dangers to 
unity. The unity of the >party has been challenged on 
many occasions. The latest example being the case of 
•ALEXANDER BITTELMAN. BITTELMAN opposed CP policy and 
the CP itself as now constituted. BART enumerated 
instances of opposition to CP policy some of which , . • 
were: demand of the CP, USA to publish his book 
even though book contained anti-party statements: 
demanded the right to travel to various CP Districts 
to expound his views. As a result, BITTELMAN was 
expelled. BART said BITTELMAN is an example of right 
revisionism and HOMER BATES. CHASE is an example of 
left revisionism. CHASE refused to accept decision 
of National Committee and differed with them on almost 
every question. He has opposed the CP Electoral 
Statement and has expressed dissatisfaction with the 
way the National Executive Committee was elected at 
the last convention and has branded CP leadership as 
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being revisionist. The issue is not merely a 
difference of opinion, but factionalism on the 
part of CHASE. BART described action taken by 
;?rf™ a i iot l a1 ' le a3ership In sending DAVIS and HYMAN 
LUMER to .New England in an attempt to have CHASE 
repudiate his position. BART concluded on the CHASE 
and -BITTELMAN issue by proposing two motions. One, 
the National Committee endorse action of the Westchester 
Si^^'^S 611 " 1 ^ 8 - ALEXANDER BITTELMAN. Two, remove 
HOMER ^BATES CHASE from the National Committee and CHASE 
be informed by the committee to abandon his present 
inadmissable approaches. Take .such steps with 
National Committee cooperation to begin to work as 
a member of CP and within six months the Secretariat 
review his work and take into consideration any further 
steps or any other assignment in connection with CHASE.

JACK STACHEL amended motloo/BITTELMAN to in- 
clude endorsement of the Westchester Club 's action 
for expulsion by the National Executive Committee. 

rT/,„J^ eral speakers Including HALL, POTASH 
a " d LIGHTFOOT, consented' on justification of expulsion 
pf BITTELMAN, but questioned the procedure followed 
by the Westchester Club . 

Motion #1 carried unanimously for the 
expulsion of BITTELMAN. 

Concerning the motion on CHASE, the floor 
was opened for discussion and the motion was seconded 
by WILLIAM PATTERSON. He related the details of a 
meeting of a special subcommittee held on 1/20/61. 
That committee met with CHASE and asked whether he 
had any self-criticism. CHASE said he had no self- 
criticism and on that basis the committee, recommends 
expulsion of CHASE from the National Committee. 

MORRIS CHILDS asked for a substitute 
motion that CHASE give to the CP a letter of self-criticism 
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and upon review of this> the CP will take into 
consideration a review of his future activity in 
the party. 

s 

CHASE, In his own defense, stated a 
review commission should have been set up a long 
time ago. Noting CP actually has a national leader- 
ship reviewing Its own work. He .noted a complacency 
in the party and stated It Is not always as effective 
as it might be as GUS HALL has stated in his report. 
CHASE said he has a right and a duty to present 
opposition to the National Office. He said the 
direction of the national CP line Is rot going in 
an anti-Imperialist direction. CHASE said he will 
accept the decision of the National Committee as 
he has always accepted in the past. He said the 
CP will not resolve the contradictions that exist 
in Its program or HALL'S report by this type of 
action. This action, In the long run, will not 
strengthen the party and will not resolve the 
problem. In conclusion, CHASE said he was sorry he 
had not been able to contribute more to the National 
Committee. He said he had worked hard and had always 
been honest with that body. 

The chairman then announced no vote would 
be taken at that time on the CHASE expulsion motion. 
The vote will be the first Item on the agenda for 
the 1/22/61 meeting of the National Committee. 
Meeting ajourned 6:25 PM. 
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THIRD DAY'S SESSION, 1/22/61 



Oa 1/22/61, NY 31^2-S* advised that third 
day's session of meeting of National Committee, CP, 
USA, commenced at 9:^.4 AM, this date. It is noted 
that although the first item scheduled on the agenda 
was to be the vote regarding expulsion of HOMER 
CHASE, no action was taken by the National Committee 
on this matter, initially. No explanation of the 
omission was made. 

BEN DOBBS, of .Southern California, v*as the 
first speaker, Indicating that they must continue 
the struggle to increase the party's connections 
with mass groups. He said they should build among 
the indipendent movements which are based on the 
struggle for civil rights, anti-monopoly coalition 
and economic issues. He commented that the biggest 
single fact coming out of the November election was 
the mass unity of the Negro people. 

TOMMY DENNIS, of 'Detroit, attempted to 
set forth reasons why there exists a great difference 
of opinion in the party on .their electoral policy. 
He said that the CP must work with all forces that 
are moving. DENNIS, in speaking of the 81 Party 
Statement, said that it must be translated into 
terms the American people will understand. He 
said they must realize in preparing articles and 
other material that they are writing for the American 
people as a whole and not jbist for the members of the 
National Committee. He said he would propose that 
all "left presses" undertake to participate in a program 
of discussion on how to print material the people 
will really read and understand. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON, of NY, then spoke on the 
peace issue. He indicated that significant signs 
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appeared In KENNEDY'S Inaugural Address, signs 
which were much more apparent than those contained 
in the Democratic Platform. 

FRED BLAIR, of Milwaukee, then spoke 
on the situation that has existed in the Wisconsin 
CP. He Indicated that the CP of Wisconsin has 
gained three members in the last two years. He 
indicated he wanted to stress, however, that he felt 
the party was now on the move and has taken an 
active part In mass groups outside the party. He 
cited an organisation which he said consisted of 
some seventy people which was formed to endorse 
an editorial of the Milwaukee Journal on the Laos 
situation as one in which party people participated, 

SAM DAVIS, of Mineapolls, then spoke on 
pre-election activity In Minnesota during which 
time he said efforts were made to persuade Senator 
HUBERT HUMPHREY to clarify his position, on certain 
issues, particularly the Landrum-Griffln Act and 
other issues affecting labor. DAVIS said that 
HUMPHREY refused to repudiate the Landrum-Griffln Act 
and thus lost the primaries. 

MICKIE LIMA, of San Francisco, then spoke 
of the 81 Party Conference held In Russia, November, 
I960. He said that it was made clear at this conference 
that the International Communist Movement Is united 
on its main tasks. The conference reaffirmed that 
revisionism remains main danger of the International 
Communist Movement. LIMA endorsed GUS HALL 1 s report. 

MORRIS CHILDS, of Chicago, said he wanted 
to associate himself with the reports of HALL, JAMES 
JACKSON and ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN. He stated that 
although the CP, USA did not formally participate in 
the 81 Party Conference in Moscow, it nevertheless 
had Influenced decisions made at the conference. 
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CHILDS said K ALL's report reflected the spirit 
of the conference; said US Party is too timid 
in activities to influence the masses; with 
respect to Cuba, he urged educational campaign 
by CP, USA to show the people of the US the 
identity of their interests with those of the 
people of Cuba. 

IRVING POTASH, of NY, then proposed that 
first and foremost, the CP, USA, must see that the 
problems of the Trade Union Movement are on the 
agenda of every club in the party. He said that 
every club nrhether industrial or community, must 
figure out how the CP can influence the successful 
outcome of a strike. POTASH said the CP was able 
to do this in the thirties and that even labor 
leaders WILLIAM GREEN and JOHN LEWIS had to 
recognize that Communist were "the salt of the 
earth". 

JESUS COLON, of NY, then stated he was 
holding discussions in his club on the 81 Party 
Resolution. 

An unmale, identified with Jewish activity, 
then mentioned the importance of cultural work of 
the party. In this connection he stated that anti- 
semitism continues to be an international problem. 
He said that until the "Daily Worker" is reestablished, 
the daily progressive press that they have now must 
be fully utilized in acquainting all with the problems 
in the Jewish field. 

An unmale, from Chicago, (probably SAM 
KUSHNER or JAMES WEST ), stated that there must be 
an examination of the party's registration. He 
said they must face the fact that the party is facing 
liquidation, particularly in the basic industries. 
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He said radical steps must be taken In the party 
to have realistic and effective leadership with 
regard to mass work. In this regard, he said 
the Illinois Party published a pamphlet on taxes 
called "People Must Come First", which he stated was 
very effective. He said the party should urge that 
the burden of welfare work be taken from the states 

and cities and vested In the Federal Government. 

* 

HERB KRANSDORF, of Pittsburgh, then 
discussed the economic and unemployment situation In 
the Pittsburgh area. In addition, he mentioned that 
a new "Red Circus" has taken place In that city. In 
this connection, he cited the removal of a professor 
at the University of Pittsburgh for signing a petition 
put out by the Committee for fair play^In Cuba. As 
a result of this Incident, the Pennsylvania Legislature 
and various veterans groups have called for an in- 
vestigation of the employment of Communists or pro- 
Communists at the University. KRANSDORF stated this 
is another attempt to prevent freedom of speech. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE criticized the neglect 
of the works of EUGENE DEBS, JOHN REED and others. 
He pointed out there was a new 800 page text book, 
"Foundations of Leninism", the use of which would 
strengthen the knowledge and theory of members. The 
American Party, according to WEINSTONE, was very 
weak In the teaching of dialectics which constitutes 
a large portion of this book. He said he recognised 
the fact that dialectics are the foundation of 
MARXISM. He feels* the members' shortcomings In 
this regard has created an inability to come to 
grips with reality. 

An unmale reviewed action taken by New 
England District Committee In removing CHASE from 
district leadership. He urged that no fast action 
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be taken by the'ilational Committee as all fectional 
groupings have been removed, 

JAMES" JACKSON .then stated that he agreed 
with CHASE'S remarks the previous day to the ^effect 
that the: review commission should be reactivated. 
JACKSON said it* Is becoming; apparent that they 
cannot continue the -process of degradation of 
leadership, that the party must have leadership 
endowed with all the requisites for functioning. 

The folldwing motion made and* carried: 
^that HOMER CHASE be removed from National Committee; 
that he be informed by this body to abandon his 
recent "impermissible activities? 1 ; that within 
six months ;he present letter of self -criticism to* 
Secretariat, .who in connection with; the district, 
will work out a- review of his work, and activities; 
and taker whatever steps necessary. The presence 
of HOMER.'CHASE :at .this session of the National 
.Committee* meeting was not established t by the 
Informant : or *by fisur. 

Session reconvened 2:02 PM; LOUIS. 
WEINSTOCK designated chairman. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT reported on work of 
the Negro Commission and noted next issue of "political 
affairs" twill have an article on the meeting of that 
commission, at Philadelphia. ;He said* that > conferences 
on Negro* work are to .start ,no later than. March 15, and* 
are to be held in all the districts. 

PAUL ROBESON, JR., GUS HALL, TOM NABRIED, 
BEN DAVIS, CHARLENE MITCHELL, , : ESTHER CONTOR,, TED 
BASSETT, GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT and MILDRED McADORY 
^participated in the discussion -of the Negro resolution., 
Each* speaker had certain .suggested revisions of various

portions of this document. ESTHER CONTOR 
particularly criticized the resolution because 
it did not include a program of immediate action 
with respect to job discrimination against the 
Negro people. GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT noted the 
need for a program of activities to be formulated 
by the party Jn celebration of Negro History Week. 

BEN DAVIS said Secretary of Civil Rights 
is needed in the Presidential Cabinet to bring an 
immediate end to JIM CROW in the US. BEN DAVIS 
then read a resolution that a Constitution Committee 
be set up with responsibility to come up with proposals 
which can be acted upon at the next National Convention. 
This resolution was passed. 

GUS HALL, on behalf of the National Committee, 
proposed WILLIAM WEINSTONE as a new member of that 
body. This resolution was passed. 

An unfemale proposed the establishment 
of a Women's Commission. After some discussion, 
this proposal was adopted. 

Two -motions were then discussed, put to 
vote and passed. One, the Secretariat will deal 
with the question of quotas for "The Worker", two, 
the question of reestablishment of the "Daily Worker" 
will be handled by a local committee. 

GUS HALL then summarized, mentioning 
various publications of the party and said that 
these can be used to tremendous advantage by the 
party. .He stressed the need for unity in the party 
behind its leadership. He stated the leaders will be 
required to devote their individual attention to" the 
party. He said the party is in a position to do 
many things behind a united party and a united leadership. 
He stressed that National Committee members should 
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analyze events in their districts prior to requesting 
assistance from the National Office. The party as 
of now will hold each member accountable for his 
own actions and will demand self-criticism from 
its members. He said they will no longer permit 
opposing statements to be disregarded or "swept 
under the rug". HALL touched on the party's 
electoral statement and suggested that National 
Committee members might reread it and thus realise 
the party's view was correct from the beginning. 
He said there is a belief in the party that the 
party is unable to get the support of labor 
because it has failed to endorse the formation 
of a labor party. HALL said the party's refusal 
is based on thefact that the two major parties 
have not reached a certain point in policy where- 
by a new party should be realistically formed. 
Upon establishment of a labor party, the Communist 
Party will then take action. However, at the 
present time, the party must continue to propagandize 
for the need of a new party. HALL said it is unwise 
to have CP candidates now considering the possible 
injury of persons who sign Communist Party nominating 
petitions. 

HALL then spoke on youth noting there is an 
upsurge of Marxist Socialist Clubs that cannot be 
ignored. He was generally in agreement with the 
youth concept that emerged at the Chicago Conference. 
HALL said that the Youth Movement will grow spontaneously 
on different levels. HALL commented on the 81 Party 
Statement, stating that this statement did not compromise 
any of their basic concepts in the fight against 
imperialism. He then stated that the party's 
strategic concept was the anti-monoply coalition. 
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A motion was made and carried that 
the main report and the summary be accepted. 

o- JACKSON presented a. resolution adopting 
the ol Party Statement as essential to every CP. 
This- was .passed. Meeting ajourned 4:50 PM.
